The death row in the eastern 
wing of the cross-shaped prison 
now holds 36 officers of the 
Dachau concentration camp who 
are awaiting fina] review of their 
death sentences. 

Unless reprieved, they will go 
to their deaths looking over the 
west wall, the view Hitler had in 
his cell.

POWER PREDICTED 


Bowles Warns Weaken- 
ing of Law May ‘Make 
It Impossible’ to Avert 
Inflation, 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
‘~The House Banking Committee 
wound up its hearings on the Of- 
fice of Price Administration today 
with members predicting freely 
that the price agency would be 
shorn of some powers. 

They expressed this opinion in 
the face of assertions from Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Chester Bowles 
and other administration officials 
that such action might “make it 
impossible” to curb inflation, Ex- 
isting price control legislation will 
expire June 30. 

“If uncertainty develops about 
the passage of the act or if it is 
generally anticipated that our 
legislative powers wil] be broadly 
weakened, then production may be 
sharply slowed down and this 
present optimistic outlook will be 
reversed,” Bowles declared. 

“New fears and jitters” might 
plague the country, he said. 

Some of the Representatives 
said that they agreed with Bowles. 
They promised a last-ditch fight 
against cuts in OPA’s authority in 
closed sessions committee next 
week to write legislation. 

Others took issue with the sta- 
bilization chief, contending that 
restrictions of the agency’s power 
in many cases would boost pro- 
duction and thus help stabilize the 
nation’s economy. 

Nearly all agreed that OPA 
would be continued beyond June 
30, probably for a full year, al- 
though there will be some effort 
to shorten the time. 

The big fight, they said, would 
be over where and how much to 
restrict the agency s control over 
prices.

Hunting, Fishing 
of the Dickybird 


Less “dickybird” teaching and 
more emphasis in education on 
hunting and fishing and the game 
law regulations were advocated 
yesterday by speakers at a meet- 
ing of the National Association of 
Biology Teachers at the DeSoto 
Hotel, The meeting was held as 
one of the sessions of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

I. T. Bode, director of the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission, 
said teachers have told him it is 
“sacrilege” to implant in a child's 
mind the idea of “killing” by talk- 
ing hunting and fishing and game 
management. 

“Which does him the greatest 
wrong?” Bode inquired. “Is it 
better to teach how these things 
can and should be done or to fill 
him full of the beauties of nature, 
the wonder of the life of the bee 
and a lot of other things which 
have no appeal to him by the time 
he has. the urge to pursue? 

“As sure as the fact that youth 
grows into manhood, he is going 
to hunt and fish; he is going to 
manifest interest in and have 
something to say about how these 
things are administered, and what 
kind of effort will be made with 
the money he puts out for his use 
permits.” 


Bode said it has been a “Herew- 


lean task” to’ get educational pro- 
gram to recognize anything “‘be- 
yond butterflies, wildflowers, 
dickybirds and a type of nature 
study that loses al] staying power 
by the time the individual has 
reached his teen age.” 


Another speaker in agreement 
with the Missouri conservation 
man was Clayton B. Seagears, 
superintendent of conservation 
education in New York State, who 
said there was “a lot of dicky- 
bird chasing being taught.” 


Seagears praised the conserva- 
tion education’ program in Mis- 
souri, saying that, in his opinion, 
it deserved the “number one spot” 
in the country. 


He added that New York’s pres- 
ent program is modeled after the 
one in use in Missouri. 

“There is probably no admin- 
istrator,” said Bode, “who does

Niggardliness on Salaries 


ernor in Quest for Most 
Capable Administra- 
tors, However.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 30— 
The Legislature, after muddling 
along for more than 14 months at 
its job of implementing the new 
Constitution, had a spurt of ac- 


tivity in the final two weeks be- 
fore the April recess and came out 
of its doldrums with a well worked 
out program for state administra- 
tive reorganization and improved 
government. 

The setup for efficient adminis- 
tration having been established by 
the Legislature in accordance with 
the authority and mandate of the 
new Constitution, the responsi- 
bility now rests on the personnel 
to be selected by Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly to carry it into effect. 

Often it has been said that a 
poor administrator can wreck the 
administration of a good law and 
that a good administrator can 
make a bad law work well. The 
necessary laws have been passed 
and the success of the program 
for reorganization will depend up- 
on the Governor’s ability to fina 
the proper administrators. 

Niggardly on Salaries. 

This will riot be an easy task, as 
the Legislature, unable to fully 
get away from a spirit of provin- 
clalism, was niggardly in fixing 
salaries which would attract the 
most capable administrators. The 
highest salary fixed for any offi- 
cial was $8500 for the Director of 
Health and Welfare, while for 
most of the chief positions the 
salaries are $7500, 

In addition to the legislation 
necessary for the reorganization of 
the state executive departments, 
several hundred laws needed to 
carry out requirements of the Con- 
stitution were passed. These dealt 
largely with matters of local gov- 
ernment, and straightened out 
many kinks in the law and to a 
considerable degree carried out 
the intent of the framers of the 
Constitution. 

The Legislature did not, nor was 
it expected thut it would at this 
session, meet the full possibilities 
for improved government under 
this new Constitution. There will 
be additional time after the April 
‘recess to carry on the work, and 
there will be another session in 
January when further progress 
can be made. 

Reorganization Chief Task. 

While it is impossible to state 
with finality that any particular 
matter before the Legislature was 
more important than a number of 
others, a major problem was that 
of the reorganization of the admin- 
istrative departments. 

In all there had grown up 102 
separate state agencies, at least 
80 of them recognized as distinct 
departments. The Constitution di- 
rected that these should be con- 
solidated into not more than 14. 
Including those for which there 
was a direct constitutional man- 
date, the Legislature established 
13, leaving one place open, the 


meeting any emergency which 
might dévelop in the future. 

In addition to the Governor and 
the Lieutenant Governor, whose 
offices are not classed as -depart- 
ments, the administrative  di- 
visions of the government under 
the new laws will be: Depart- 
ments of Audit, Secretary of 
State, Treasurer, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Revenue, Education, Health 
and Welfare, Corrections, Labor 
and Industrial Relations, Agricu- 
ture, Highways, Conservation, and 
Business and Administration. 

They are planned for integra- 
tion of official functions with all 
the provisions seemingly neces- 
sary for efficient and economical 
administration. In virtually every 
state activity the way is open 
for progressive and Amproved 
services, this being particularly 
true in education, health and wel- 
fare services and in the penal in- 
stitutions. 

New Educational Setup. 

There was a careful gaing over 
of the laws applicable to education, 
a new Department of Education 
being set up. The office of State 
Superintendent of Schools, an of- 
ficial elected on political party 
ballots, was abolished by the Con- 
stitution and provision made for 
a bi-partisan state Board of Edu- 
cation which would name a Com- 
missioner of Education. 

This is carried into effect by the 
new law establishing the depart- 
ment and necessary companion 
laws. In this one instance, alone, 
the Legislature had the foresight 
to permit the board to fix the sal- 
ary of the Commissioner, on which 
no limit was placed. Possibly the 
only criticism which might be 
made of the education act was a 
provision requiring that the com- 
missioner be a citizen of Missouri, 
a limitation established as a mat- 
ter of state policy for all officials. 
This will prevent appointing au- 
thorities from combing country in 
an effort to find the best-qualified 
men for the positions.

BEVIN CALLS FOR 

END OF DURES 
IN NEGOTIATING, 
TRUST IN U.N. 


Does ‘Not Mention Russia 
by Name, But Says No 
Nation Should ‘Draw 
Curtain’ Across Part of 
World. 


LONDON, March 30 (UP)— 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin tonight indirectly appealed 
to Soviet Russia not to “draw a 
curtain” across a part of the 
world but instead to join other 
nations in mutual trust to outlaw 
settlement of disputes by force. 

Bevin did not mention Russia 
by name but his references were 
obvious. Discussing the disagree- 


ment in the United Nations Secur- 
ity Council, he urged factual re- 
ports of all disputes, an end to 
“negotiating under duress” and a 
world agreement that “whatever 
happens we will not use armies 
to settle our disputes.” 


On other issues, the Foreign 
Minister said that peace and im- 
perialism cannot mix, indicated 
his belief that the world’s raw 
materials should be available to 
all, defended the elections in 
Greece and noted Britain’s “com- 
plete change” in attitude toward 
India. 


For Pact Against Force, 


Addressing the annual festival 
of the Transport and General 
Workers Union at Bristol, Bevin 
said, “I want to see—and I think 
we shall see it—an agreement or 
declaration that whatever happens 
we will not use armies to settle 
our disputes.” 


He said the United Nations Se- 
curity Council meeting at New 
York had brought before the 
world this fundamental] princi- 
ple: “That it is improper to ne- 
gotiate or attempt to negotiate 
or obtain concessions by a greater 
power out of a little power by 
means of occupying the country 
with forces.” ) 


“Everybody agrees that if we 
are to have peace, we cannot re- 
peat again the imperial tenden- 
cies of the ninetcenth century 
— expect to maintain it,” he 
Sa s 


“But you cannot change a 
policy that has been operating for 
300 or 400 years in a moment. You 
have to develop tolerance dnd 
patience, put up with difficulties 
and irritations between one an- 
other, and never lose heart.” 


Negotiations Under Duress. 


Another principle developing 
out of the Security Council de- 
bate, he said, was that the world 
“must leave behind the method 
of negotiating under duress.” 

Carrying this principle another 
step forward, he said, brought 
up the point that “where vital 
raw materials are concerned ... 
then we must establish proper 
machinery to deal with that vital 
economic problem and not by the 
old methods.” 

Bevin appealed to the world’s 
nations to place trust in each 
other and said, “There will be 
other difficulties arising about 
other raw materials as time 
goes on.” 

He emphasized that countries 
cannot be expected to trust each 
other “unless you put your own 
in the pool as well. 

“You cannot draw a curtain 
across a great area of the world 
and say: ‘That is mine anyway.’ 

“That is what I meant when 
I said we must in the end arrive 
at the stage when we put our 
cards on the table face upwards 
with no reservations at all. 


Hopeful of Progress. 

“If anyone asks me whether, 
in the next meeting of the 
United Nations we are going to 
solve all thig and get this com- 
plete trust, I would be a fool 
to mislead the country but there 
are lots of things going on at 
the same time which if handled 
properly will contribyte to final 
success.” 

He said the formation of the 
United Nations atomic commis- 
sion in London should not be 
underestimated. “It is another 
great step toward unity.” 

The United Nations, he said, 
was trying to obtain international 
confidence so that “the world will 
become knit in one world organ- 
ization.

LEFTIST GROWDS

Five Hurt — 20,000 at 
Anti - Election Mass 
Meeting Demand Brit- 
ish Get Out.

ATHENS, March 30 (AP) — 
Leftists opposed to the -holding 
of tomorrow’s parliamentary elec- 
tions clashed with the police to- 
night a few hours after 20,000 
leftists at a mass meeting had 
demanded the ouster of British 
troops from Greece. 

The Athens police chief said 
four policemen were hurt and one 
demonstrator wounded. Police 
fired into the air to disperse 
E.A.M, (leftist bloc) and K.K.E.

Left wing groups held a mass 
meeting this evening in the cli- 
max to an intensive campaign to 
keep voters from going to the 
polls tomorrow in the first elec- 
tions in more than 10 years.

An American intelligence chief 
said agents were endangered at 
the last moment by premature re- 
lease of news of the impending 
raids and by the sudden lifting 
of the 10:30 p.m, curfew for Ger-- 
mans in‘the American zone by the 
military government, 

Advance news on the raids had 
not been scheduled for transmis- 
sion outside Germany originally 
until four hours before the raids 
occurred, the intelligence chief 
said, because of fear of a leak 
since Germans are employed in 
both the American and British 
communications systems. 

He said the news was trans 
mitted from the British zone, how- 
ever, some nine hours before the 
raids occurred, 

All Top Leaders Seized. 

The nearly 1000 persons arrested 
were suspected of being ring- 
leaders of the plot, including 200 
elite Nazis of the inner circle. 
Counter-intelligence officers said 
not one of the inner circle, mostly, 
former Hitler Jugend (youth) lead- 
ers, escaped the vast dragnet. 

A combined British-American 
statement unfolded the dramatic 
story of “Operation Nursery,” «a 
10 months’ intensive manhunt in 
the two zones, climaxed by the.

AND HIMSELF AS 
DOVES OF PEACE 


He Would Have World 
Believe That Fuehrer 
Acted Only in Defense 
Against Wicked Men 
of Other Nations.

NUERNBERG, March 30 (By 
Radio)—When Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop completed his direct tes- 
timony this afternoon, the one- 
time Nazi Foreign Minister left 
@ picture of Adolf Hitler and him- 
self as the most guileless doves of 
Peace that ever devastated a 
planet. 

Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Norway, Denmark, Belgium, Hol- 
land, France, Yugoslavia and 
Greece—in every instance’ the 
sorely abused Fuehrer was driven 


to defend himself against the per- 
versity and treachery of wicked 
men. 

His purpose all-sublime was to 
establish an ideal modern state for 
the instruction and happiness of 
mankind, In other words, if Hit- 
ler could have had his own way 
he would have been overjoyed to 
convert the globe into a National 
Socialist slave pen without firing 
agun or shedding a drop of 
blood. 


The brand of naive diplomacy 
practiced by the former cham- 
Ppagne drummer Ribbentrop 
reached its climax at one point of 
the examination. After the end 
of the Polish campaign, he stated, 
with an air of deserving the ad- 
miration of history, he proposed 
seriously to Foreign Commissar 
Molotov that the Soviet Union 
should associate itself with the 
three-power Axis. This was equiv- 
alent to asking the fatherland of 
Communism to join the anti-Com- 
intern pact. 


Never Thought of It. 


An earlier witness, Maj. Gen. 
Erwin Lahousen of the Webhr- 
macht counter-intelligence, swore 
that during the Polish war, on Hit- 
ler’s private train behind the lines, 
Ribbentrop jubilantly issued a di- 
rective for slaughtering Jews in 
the Ukraine and putting their 
farms to the torch. 

The diplomat replied sadly to- 
day that he did not remember 
having ever seen Lahousen until 
the latter appeared on the Nuern- 
berg witness stand and that the 
Foreign Office had no authority 
to impose directives on the mili- 
tary. <As for persecuting Jews, 
such a thought had never entered 
his mind, 

Despite a blunt warning from 
the presiding magistrate, Lord 
Justice Geoffrey Lawrence, that 
the verbosity of his testimony was 
doing his case “no good,” Ribben- 
trop plodded heavily and doggedly 
on with iteration and detail at the 
task to which the defendants ap- 
parently have addressed them- 
selves, This is the employment of 
the Nuernberg trial as a sounding 
board to thrust upon the ears of 
history and of future German gen- 
erations the grandiose myth of 
Hitler’s divinity and the sanctity 
of the National Socialist evangel. 

Blames U. S. for Russian War, 

An essential part of the legend 
is Nazi innocence of wrong-doing. 
For example, according to Ribben- 
trop, it was the United States that 
was to blame for Hitler’s “pre- 
ventive war” which Hitler launched 
against Russia without warning 
and in violation of the German- 
Soviet non-aggression pact. 

President Roosevelt's “quaran- 
tine” speech in Chicago, said the 
witness, was the earliest alarum 
indicating to the Fuehrer that one 
day he would have war with Amer- 
ica. He was also convinced that 
sooner or later there would be a 
showdown with Russia.

TURKEY AND IRAQ: 
SIGN SECURITY, 
ECONOMIC PACT 


Treaty Thought to Call 
for Joint Military Ac- 
tion in Event of Kurd- 
ish Uprising. 


‘ANKARA, March 29 (Delayed) 
(UP)—Turkey and Iraq’ today 
signed a security pact providing 
for broad collaboration between 
the two states, including, it was 
believed, joint military action in 
event of a Kurdish uprising. 
The agreement was concluded 
despite Moscow Radio and press 
comments indicating that Russia 
regards the spirit of the negotia- 
tions anti-Soviet in character and 
inspired by “reactionary circles.” 
The Soviet charges: were given no 
credence here. 

The new treaty . incorporates 
two agreements and six sepafate 
protocols, providing fof collabora- 
tidn in matters affecting security, 
economy, culture and flood con- 
trol.

RECORD MADE FOR 
HEATING SEASON 


Only One Hour, Ten Minutes: 
of Moderate Palls in | 
Seven Months. | 


With but one hour and 10 min- 
utes of moderate smoke palls re-| 
corded during a seven-month per- 


iod, the 1945-46 heatine season 
closed today with the best smoke 
elimination record in the history’ 
of St. Louis. 

Under a change in the method 
of measuring atmospheric smoke, 
put into effect here during the 
winter by the United States Wea- 
ther Bureau, palls formerly. re- 
corded as thick are now termed 
moderate.

UNION ELECTRIC 
PROPOSES GUT IN 
DIVIDEND CHARGES 


Applies to SEC and State 
Board for Permission 
to Refund Part of Pre- 
ferred Stock. 


Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
has applied to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
for permission to refund part of 
its preferred stock, so as to make 
an estimated reduction of $175,- 
500 a year in dividends—a pro- 


ceeding calculated to cost it about 
$828,000, 

It would be about five and a 
half years before the expense of 
the undertaking would be offset 
by the saving in lowered dividend 
charges, but in the long run a 
large saving will accrue. The is- 
sue involved is the present “$5 
preferred,” held by investors. 

As pointed out in the company’s 
application to SEC, the net effect 
of the plan would be to increase 
the balance available to North 
America Co., which owns the 
control and all of the common 
stock of Union Electric, by a 
sum estimated at $150,930 a year. 
The application said that the an- 
ticipated dividend cut would be 
$175,500 a year, but that this would 
be partly offset by an annual in- 
crease Of $24,570 in company 
income taxes “because of the re- 
duced preferred dividend credit in 
the computation of surtax net in- 
come.” The difference is $150,930. 

Based on Assumptions, 

The estimates are based on il- 
lustrative assumptions, notably 
that the new preferred stock to 
be issued would bear a yearly 
dividend rate of $3.65 per share 
of no par value and $100 stated 
value. The company has reason 
to believe that the dividend rate 
would be approximately at that 
level as a result of proposed com- 
petitive bidding for handling of 
the issue, in the light of the cur- 
rent market for an outstanding 
series of $3.70 preferred stock. 

Largest item of expense in the 
refunding would be a net premium 
of $520,000 in the retirement of 
the present issue of 130,000 shares, 
at $4 per share, For each share 
of the old preferred exchanged by 
holders for the proposed new stock 
a cash payment of $4 would be 
made. For illustrative purposes, 
it was assumed that three quar- 
ters of the old stock would be ex- 
changed for 97,500 shares of the 
new. Then the remaining 32,500 
shares of new stock would be sold, 
the assumed sale price being $106 
a share,

New Poison That Killed 90 Per Cent 


Of Baltimore’s Rats Described 


Lethal Substance Not Poisonous to Man— 
Citizens Instead of Paid Employes 
Did Most of Work. 


A new rat poison developed dur- 
ing the war which was found to 
kill about 90 per cent of the rats 
in Baltimore when tested during 
an 18month period in 1944 and 
1945, and methods used to distrib- 
ute the poison were described to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day by Curt P. Richter of Johns 
Hopkins University, Baltimore. 

Richter, who developed the 
poison and in co-operation with 
municipal officials supervised its 
use, spoke yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

Members of the special St. Louis 
city committee § investigating 
methods of rat control in other 
cities were in Baltimore last week 
studying the program there and 
the work being done at Richter’s 
laboratory, 


Not Poisonous to Man. 


The new poison, known as 
ANTU, an abbreviation for alpha- 
naphthyl thiourea, is not as toxic 
as 1080, another new rat. poison 
recently announced, but, unlike 
1080, is not poisonous te man and 
only infrequently to dogs, Richter 
declared, 


He said ANTU may be effective- 
ly used to kill rats in five differ- 
ent ways: in a mixture (two or 
five per cent) with ground grain; 
as a spray or dust on grain, fruits, 
or vegetables; as a dust in pure 
form for floors; as a dust on the 
surface of water; and as a dust 
blown into burrows or holes with 
a standard cust pump. 

Up to last August, Richter re- 
ported, about 2830 blocks in Balti- 
more, three-fourths of the heavily 
populated portions of the city, had 
been treated with ANTU, and in 
most blocks the kill was estimated 
at about 90 per cent. 

No cases of poisoning attribut- 
able to the compound have been 
observed in the more than 500,000 
citizens of Baltimore, but a few 
dogs have been killed. He ex- 
plained that most dogs vomit 
when given the poison and thus 
rid themselves of it. Rats can- 
not vomit. 

Bad for St. Louls Rats. 

The rodenticide is virtually spe- 
cific for Norway rats, the variety 
now over-running St. Louis, Rich- 


ter asserted. It was found to be 
ineffective when tried on another 
kind of rat, Alexandrine. 


Describing methods used in dis- 
tributing ANTU, Richter said a 
centrally located rodent control 
office was established with a 12- 
month budget of $49,000, and a 
small number of field workers. On 
the principle that the residents of 
a block would be more interested 
in killing their rats than full-time 
municipal employes, a voluntary 
system was organized, using such 
persons ag Boy Scouts and air 
raid wardens, to assist in dis- 
tributing ANTU and bait, and to 
give instructions for the use of 
the rodenticide. 


Typewritten notices were dis- 
tributed, and posters prepared.

Meeting the constitutional au-

The legislation necessary to meet 
the constitutional requirement fos 
magistrate courts to replace the 
old discredited, and often corrupt, 
Justice of the Peace courts was 
one of the first major matters han- 
dled by the Legislature. The ma- 
gistrates, who, except for Justices 
of the Peace in office, must be

will be only one magistrate in a 
county, except in the larger coun- 
ties, Whereas in the past there 
were from five to 20 Justices of 
the Peace.

Many other subjects were taken 
up by the Legislature and many 
other laws passed, it being neces- 
sary to change more than 1000 sec- 
tions of the statutes to meet the 
provisions of the new Constitution, 
which provided that any laws in 
conflict with its provisions auto- 
matically become void July 1. 

Because of this huge task, the 
Legislature gave little attention 
this session to improvements in 
the laws which were authorized 
but not required by the Constitu- 
tion to be made before July. 

That the laws enacted might be- 
come effective by July 1, it became 


necessary for the Legislature to go 
into recess April 2. Under the 
general provision of the Constitu- 
tion, laws became effective 90 days 
after the final adjournment of the 
Legislature,, but there is a provi- 
sion that if a recess of 30 days or 
longer is taken the ‘laws go into 
effect 90 days after the beginning 
of the recess. .As final adjourn- 
ment cannot come. before July and 
possibly not before September or 
October, the recess beginning 
Tuesday became .necessary. 


When the Legislature returns 
May 6 much of its time will be 
taken in passage of appropriations 
for the new departments. The 
Governor has been authorized by 
resolution to incur all the expenses 
necessary in setting up the new de- 
partments, the Legislature pledg- 
ing itself to appropriate the money. 


There will be a number of mat- 
ters to be handled, however, in 


addition to appropriations, one of 
the chief ones being the fixing of 
interest rates on small loans, + 
islation which has been passed by 
the House but which is still pend- 
ing in the Senate. 


The framers of the Constitution, 


seeking to abolish the discrimina- 
tion in the law under which small- 
loan companies were authorized 
to charge higher interest rates 
than other lenders, included a pro- 
vision that interest rates should 
be applicable generally and to all 
lenders without regard to the type 
or classification of their business. 

In carrying out this provision 
the House passed a law fixing the 
legal interest rate at 24 per cent 
for the first $100 of loans and 8 
per cent for loans from $100 to 
$1500. The Senate did not act on 
this bill before quitting for the 
recess, but will take it up imme 


diately on reconvening in May.

In all, the state receipts amount 
to approximately $130,000,000 a 
year. Through consolidation of 
collections it will be possible to 
materially reduce the number of 
state employes. 

In addition to the collections, 
the new department will have 
budget-making powers, and will 
audit and provide for the payment 
of all claims.against the state. 

To head this department the 
Governor may have difficulty in 
finding a really competent direc- 
tor at the salary of $7500 author- 
ized, a small salary for an official 
charged with handling virtually 
all the financial affairs of the 
state.

The merit system setup, while 
not containing al] the provisions 
which are included in the better 
plans in operation in many places, 
is looked upon as good in the 
main, Attempts of the politicians 
to get in work of sabotage, which 
it appeared for a time would suc- 
ceed, were frustrated at the last 
minute and the system is one 
which can be made to work well 
if a really symapthetic director 
and advisory board are selected. 

Although governmental reor- 
ganization has received more 
attention than other legislative 
work during the session, in the 
final analysis the Legislature 
did a commendable job on the 
less spectacular work it had be- 
fore it. It did not do all that 
it could have done, but there 
has been no legislation of which 
any serious criticism could be 
made. 

It accomplished a general re- 
vision of the tax laws, moderniz- 
ing the equalization of assess- 
ments by placing that duty in the 
Tax Commission, an independent 
branch of the Revenue Depart- 
ment. It- established the fiscal 
year to begin July 1 instead of 
Jan. 1, thus doing away with the 
confusion which developed when 
the Legislature was called on to 
make appropriations at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, instead of 
having six months in which to 
consider the budget. 

It removed the ceiling on the 
taxes which people may vote for 
improved services. 

In revising the tax system, it 
conformed to the constitutional 
requirement that intangible per- 
sonal property should no longer 
be taxed on the basis of value, 
but instead: only the income from 
the property should be taxed. The 
rate was fixed at 4 per cent on 
the income, with somewhat differ- 
ent rates applicable to banks and

- Contract Being Drawn Up 

| With Navy — Involves 
Engineering and Med- 
ical Schools. 


Development of atomic energy 
sion of America’s warships will be 


search in the atomic field by 

Washington University under a 

contract with the 
Navy. 

Any such achievement naturally 
. would be expected to become avail- 
able for merchant ships, as a 
peaceable use of the terrific force 

of this new source of energy. 

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of the university, who is one of 
the nation’s leading atomic physi- 
cists and one of the developers of 
the atomic bomb, told the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday about the na- 
val contract now being formu- 
lated. 

“The Navy,” said Dr. Compton, 
“is prepared to support us in our 
program of research and develop- 
ment in atomic science and engi- 
neering. The hope of both of us 
is that this will lead to making 
use of atomic power more quickly 
for driving ships. 

“The contract being formulated 
is for us to do certain research 
and we have to give the Govern- 
ment returns in the form of actual 
research accomplishments and in- 

‘formation. The work involves 
members of the faculty and some 
students. It will be done in the 
engineering school, particularly 
electrical and chemical engineer- 
ing; in the science departments— 
chemistry and physics—and some 
work in the medical school.” 
$39,000,000 Navy Program. 

R. Adm. H. G. Bowen, chief of 
the Navy Office of Research and 
Inventions, told a section of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science here Fri- 
day about the Navy’s proposal for 
a $39,000,000 research program in 
the coming fiscal year at major 
universities and institutions in 23 
states. 

He conferred with Chancellor 
Compton on Friday and, with aids, 
inspected the university’s cyclo- 
tron on the main campus, which 
was shut down long enough to 
permit the visit. 

“There will be two general as- 
pects of our undertaking,” said 
Dr. Compton. “One will be the 
direct work toward development 
of atomic power, concerned pri- 
marily with the study of atomic 
power plants; this is principaily an 
engineering task. The other will 
be work on the basic underlying 
science, in order of importance, 
physics, chemistry and biology. 

To Work With Army. 

“In the power study we will have 
to work in close co-operation with 
the Army. In connection with this, 
a regional laboratory, the Argonne 
Laboratory, is being set up on a 
co-operative basis at Argonne For- 
est, near Chicago. It has several 
chain reacting piles (basic ap- 
paratus), which will be  usa- 
ble in study and development of 
new reactors to produce atomic 
power... This will be one of the ma- 
jor outlets for our study of this 
type. 

“Another outlet will be a corre- 
sponding arrangement for use of 
Clinton Laboratories at the Oak 
Ridge (Tenn.) atomic plant.” 


Clinton Laboratories, operated 
by Monsanto Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis, has been devoted to devel- 
opment of plutonium, and is said 
now to be actively engaged in 
peacetime applications of atomic 
energy. 


“One of our major develop- 
ments,” Dr. Compton continued, 
“will be work with high voltage 
equipment used in atomic disin- 
tegration, or ‘atom splitting.’ The 
cyclotron is an important feature, 
but it is contemplated that new 
high-voltage equipment will play 
an important part. 


“Our cyclotron is being operated 
continuously for production of ar- 
tificial radioactive materials for 
clinical studies in the medical 
school, for treatment of disease. 
We are in the process of changing 
it over for use in nuclear physics 
and nuclear chemistry experiments 
on atomic problems. This will 
involve transfer of its manage- 
ment from the medical school to 
the physics department, but with 
little change of personnel. 

“We expect chain reacting piles 
to supply the quantities of radio- 
active materials now supplied by 
the cyclotron. We do not expect 
*to have our own pile in St. Louis, 
however, for some time. Our cy- 
clotron now is the most useful 
in the country for radioactive 
materials, but chain reacting piles 
will be more efficient in their pro- 
duction.” 


Argonne Laboratory Transfer. 


Astronomer Advances New Theory 
On Heat and Density of Stars 


Dr. D. H. Menzel Suggests Low-Tempera- 
ture or Neutral Strata Lies Between 
Ionized Core and Outer Zone. 


A new theory regarding the 
makeup of stars was presented 
to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science yes 
terday in a paper by Donald H. 
Menzel, noted Harvard University 
astronomer. 

It has been assumed that stellar 
heat and density vary inversely 
with distance from the . center; 
that is, the greater the distance 
from the core, the cooler and less 
dense the star. But Dr. Menzel 
advanced the theory that a star 
is built something like a plane- 
tary nebula, with a hot core en- 
veloped in strata sufficiently 
opaque to transform most of the 
high-temperature radiation into 
low-temperature turbulence. 

Stars are highly ionized at the 
center, he declared, but in the 
extensive regions outside the main 
core, gas pressure overcomes the 
defects of increasing temperature 
and all of the atoms are neutral. 
The result, he said, materially 
alters atomic absorption and mean 


atomic weight. 

Dr. Menzel outlined three tran- 
sitional zones—one near the star's 
surface where hydrogen is being 
ionized; a second zone where the 
temperature is about 1,000,000 de- 
grees and where atoms are be- 
coming neutral again, and a third 
zone close to the center where 
ionization again occurs. In these 
zones, he said, the specific heat 
ratio of the stellar gas is nearly 
unity. 

The Harvard astronomer was 
unable to come to St. Louis for 
the scientific Meeting, his paper 
being read for him. 

Dr. O. C. Collins, of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, outlined a sim- 
ple method for celestial. navigation 
which makes use of a bubble sex- 
tant and chronometer and avoids 
al] measurement of angles. 

Dr. Jessica Young Stephens of 
Washington University presented 
@ paper on commensurability of 
the orbits of comets with those of 
the major planets.

STUDENTS REPORTED 
10 BE BRIGHTER NOW 


F, H. Finch Tells of Surveys 
Showing Last Generation 
Is Smarter. , 


American youth has become 


smarter in the last generation, F. 
H, Finch, associate professor of 


education at the University of 
Illinois and former supervisor of 
practice teaching at Washington 


University here, told the section 
on psychology of the American 


Association for the advancement 
of Science yesterday. 


Despite a tremendous increase 
in high school enrollment the gen- 
eral level of intelligence of all 
high schoo] students, as measured 
by standard intelligence tests, has 
increased, he reported. 
“Teachers who complain that 
students were brighter 25 years 
ago than they are today have bad 
memories,” Finch said. “They are 
very much like those who remem- 
ber the big snows ‘when I was a 
boy.’ ” 

Finch' made a survey of results 
of intelligence tests administered 
in large groups to more than 
130,000 high school pupils in all 
parts of the United States except 
the deep south since 1916. Includ- 
ed were tests given to two groups 
of students at Cleveland High 
School here in the 1920s. 

In a small Midwestern city 
which he declined to identify, 
Finch also gave an intelligence 
test to all of the more than 1300 
secondary school students in the 
community. The same test had 
been administered in 1923 to all 
the high schoo] pupils in the same 
city, then totaling only 651. 
Findings from both methods of 
comparing past with present lev- 
els of intelligence were substan- 
tially the same, the educator re- 
ported, with an increase in scores 
of about five per cent. 

He emphasized as a-factor great- 
ly increasing this difference the 
much larger enrollment in high 
schools now. In.1920,:Finch said, 
about 24 per cent of the total 
youths of high school age in the 
United States attended high school. 
In 1940, the last year for which 
census figures are available, the 
total was 73 per cent. 

Carrying his results one step’ 
farther, Finch told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter it appeared that 
the general level of intelligence, 
as measured by existing, imperfect 
intelligence tests, in the United 
States is much higher now than it 
was a generation ago. o 4 

“It seems to me the difference 
in scores shows a definite increase 
in intelligence, and is not the re- 
sult of such factors as differences 
in age or types of test, nor in in- 
creased test-wiseness, the familiar- 
ity of students with taking tests 
of all kinds,” Finch said. 

He attributed the increase to 
improved environmental factors, a 
better standard of living through- 
out the United States, and said 
the most important single factor in 
the higher scores was a general 
increase in reading skill.

COMPTON APPROVES 
ATOM CONTROL PLAN 


Washington U. Chancellor 
Acclaims Internationalization 
Proposal of Consultants. 


The report of the State Depart- 
ment’s board.of consultants for 
internationaligation of the control 
of atomic energy was character- 
jzed by Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of Washington Univer- 
sity, in a radio interview last 
night, as “very definitely the most 
hopeful thing I’ve seen yet” to 
solve the problem. 


Dr. Compton and Dr. Charles 
Allen Thomas, vice president and 
technical director of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., were interviewed 
over KSD, the Post-Dispatch 
radio station, by Frenk Eschen, 
special events director of the sta- 
tion. Compton and Thomas played 
leading parts in the development 
of the atomic bomb. Thomas was 
one of the State Department con- 
sultants, while Compton was on a 
War Department scientific panel 
dealing with the atomic question. 

“All of us,” said Compton, “had 
been pessimistic—hopeful, but not 
a our way through, This is 
the first proposal that seems a 
really workable scheme, I 
lieve the report has laid a sound 
foundation, making it possible to 
do something with atomic energy 
and at the same time to control 
the limitations.” 

Thomas, outlining the steps that 
led to the report, spoke of “the 
deep impression of horror and 
concern of any one who knew 
about the atomic bomb of what its 
future possib 
and Compton agreed, that no ade- 


the near future. They also agreed 
that it would not be possible for 
any nation to maintain a monop- 
oly of the bomb for long.

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SCIENTIST TERMS 
MAN A VICTIM Ct 
INVENTIONS 


Says Technology Saves 
Humanity’s Time and 
Energy, but Not Hu- 
manity Itself. 


A vicious technological cycle in 
which man invents new machines 
because of his desire for egoistic 
power, but is made even more ego- 
istic, aggressive and destructive by 
the very machines he has in- 
vented, was described yesterday 
by Dr. Gregory Zilboorg, New 
York psychiatrist and an associ- 


ate in psychiatry at the Catholic. 


University of America at Washing- 
ton, D.C. Dr. Zijboorg spoke at 
a meeting of the Social and Eco- 
nomic Sciences Section of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, 

“One is tempted to yield to the 
suspicion,” he declared, “that the 
ultimate application of the ma- 
chine for death-producing devices 
is of the essence of technology.” 

Dr. Zilboorg offered no remedy. 
He did, however, declare that his 
analysis “does not mean that tech- 
nological progress is destined 
never to serve the peaceful growth 
of humanity and its peaceful pur- 
suits; the whole history of man 
would contradict such an assump- 
tion, This only means that tech- 
nology itself and the technological 
propensities of the human species, 
taken by themselves, are not so- 
cializing and moralizing influ- 
ences, and that on the contrary, 
technology demoralizes and de- 
socializes the human community.” 

Proof in Atom Bomb. 

The psychiatrist offered the 
atom bomb’‘as an exhibit on the 
side of his thesis. Invention of 
the bomb, he indicated, came 
about because of technological ad- 
vances motivated by man’s drive 
for power and his inner anxiety 
caused by a fear of death. 

“Our technological growth is in- 
timately related to this perennial 
anxiety,’ he said. “It is to defend 
ourselves against this anxiety 
that we strive to manipulate life 
as if we were its real masters.” 

When the atom bomb finally 
was exploded, he said, “man felt 
in possession of something that 
made him master of life and 
death, and therefore his own 
death anxiety was temporarily too 
deeply repressed and he enjoyed 
an illusory sense of inner free- 
dom.” This enjoyment, he said, 
made men forget “what a fright- 
ful thing” the bomb really is. 

The repression of the death 
anxiety, however, cannot last, he 
said. As it returns, “it allies it- 
self with tthe megalomanic sense 
of power and it generates aggres- 
sion, hatred, destruction—which 
manifest themselves in the form 
of crime waves, spectacular ex- 
periments with atom bombs in the 
Pacific and periodic world wars.” 

Life De-Personalized. 

Meanwhile, he said, the whole 
development of the machine age 
has de-personalized life, The 
thwarted “personal eiement” in 
life, “is then fed by the acquisi- 
tive, destructive, hostile, non-so- 
cializing drives within us . 


The summational and synthesized 
manifestation of thesé accumu- 
lated aggressive impulses, when 
they come to expression on the 
large scale of history, is usually 
called war.” 

It ig impossible to tell, he said, 
whether the machine age has in- 
creased or decreased mental ill- 
ness. Although the “mass psy- 
choses” of, the Middle Ages .no 
longer occur, new individual per- 
sonality maladjustments seem to 
have taken their place, he said. 

“From the standpoint of human 
conservation,’ Dr. Zilboorg de- 
clared, “we must be bold enough 
to admit that our immense tech- 
nological progress saves man’s 
time, saves man’s energy, saves 
man’s material wealth—but that 
it fails to save man himself.”

WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—Chairman Herbert Brownell of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee today predicted congressional 
election victories in seven key 
states would give the Republican 
party control of the House. 


Brownell, whose résignation be- 
comes effective at Monday's 
meeting of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee here, listed the 
states at a press conference as 
California, Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York and Con- 
necticut. 

He said that, while the Repub- 
lican drive:would not necessarily 
be cencentrated in those states, 
the chances of victory in congres- 
sional] races looked better there 
than elsewhere. 

He conceded, however, that it 
would be tougher to win control 
of the Senate. The G.O.P. needed 
a turnover of 27 seats in the 
House and nine in the Senate, he 
said. 


Touches on “Scandals.” 


“The Senate fight will be harder 
than that in the House,” he said, 
“but if the Truman administra- 
tion continues the series of blun- 
ders; if it permits the continua- 
tion of the scandals that have 
marked the last few months, and, 
if its lack of leadership contin- 
ues, our present bright prospects 
of winning the Senate will be 
brighter.” 

Asked what “scandals” he had 
in mind, Brownell replied that 
President Truman's nomination of 
Edwin W. Pauley for Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy had been made 
“under circumstances that 
shocked the sense of propriety of 
every American.” 

Brownell said he had no specific 
recommendations on the chair- 
m&anship, shaping up as a tbhree- 
cornered race. The contest for 
the party leadership, plus a new 
olitical experiment by Harold E. 
tassen, provided an advance 
— for the committee meet- 
ng. 

Chief Contenders. 


As committee members began 
assembling here for Monday’s ses- 
sions, Representatives Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee and Clarence 
Brown of Ohio and former Sen- 
ator John A, Danaher of Con- 
necticut appeared the top contend- 
ers for the chairmanship. 
Supporters claimed Reece has 
mustered strong support, but 
there were indications that Dana- 
her and Brown are very much in 
the running. Some said a dark 
horse might be chosen if a row 
develops. 

In the G.O.P. chairmanship 
race, Reece seemed to have more 


| backing among committee mem- 


bers than any of the others, but 
there was unmistakable evidence 
that some supporters of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
consider the Tennessee lawmaker 
too closely associated politically 
with Senator Robert Taft and 
former Gov. John W. Bricker of 
Ohio, who might be presidential 
aspirants. 

As a result, these Dewey sup- 
porters were said to be leaning 
toward Danaher, appointed by 
Brownell as a $20,000-a-year” lial- 
son man between the national 
committee and Congress. 
Brownell has said that neither 
he nor Dewey has any suggestion 
to make about his successor, 


YUGOSLAV BLACK MARKET, 
FALSE CLAIM RING BROKEN, UP 


VIENNA, March 30 (UP)— 
United States Army  counter- 
intelligence has broken up a ring 
of Yugoslav confidence agents 
dealing in false documents, black 
market merchandise and illegal 
claims against the United States, 
it was disclosed today. 

The group posed as members 
of a non-existent royal Yugoslav 
military mission in Italy. Amer- 
ican agents trailed them through 
Italy, Austria and to London.

Calls for ‘Return to Sta- 
bilizing Responsibilities 
of Collective Bargain- 


ing. 
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WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—The American Federation of La- 
bor called tonight for a “return 
to the stabilizing responsibilities 
of collective bargaining as rapidly | 
as possible.” 

“The discretionary power exer- 
cised by the Government over wage 
rates and reliance upon formulas 
has developed tendencies.that are 
not wholesome,” said a bulletin is- 
sued by William Green, AFL presi- 
dent. | 

The bulletin, a summary of AFL 
activities in 1945, was prepared in 
place of the usual executive coun- 
cil report, omitted last year be- 
cause of cancellation of the feder- 
ation’s convention due to wartime 


travel restrictions. 

It included the financial report 
of George Meany, secretary-treas- 
urer, for the fiscal] year ended 
Aug. 31, 1945. Meanv reported to- 
tal receipts from all sources as 
$2,407,731 and total expenses of 
$2,370,401. The federation’s bal- 
ance on hand was given as $2,- 
087,021. 

6,931,221 Members Listed. 


Total membership on Aug. $1 
was reported as 6,931,221. The re- 
turn of John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers to the AFL has 
increased that total by 400,000. 

Green prefaced his comment on 
Government control of wage rates 
with a review of the wartime 
conditions that brought it about. 

“Collective bargaining was ef- 
fectively suspended,” he said. “The 
Little Steel formula partially | 
compensated for increased costs 
of living. It was supplemented by | 
devices for increasing take-home 
pay, but the wage rates were no 
Jonger related to productivity and | 
capacity of employers to pay. 
Workers had no share in the 
huge profits from war production 
but instead of the regular in- 
creases in their buying power 
which had characterized 1890-1940, 
the buying power of the hourly | 
pay went downward — a severe | 
cut which increased with the re- | 
turn to the normal work day and | 
week.

Byrnes, authorities said, is ar- 
guing the Iranian case personal- 
ly because he considers the issues 
involved are vital to his conduct 
of foreign affairs which has based 
American policy entirely upon ad- 
herence to United Nations prin- 
ciples. He is keeping in constant 
touch with President Truman, tel- 
ephoning him at least once a day 
and oftener when necessary on 
major decisions. Byrnes’ week end 
trip to Washington gave him an 
opportunity for a full personal re- 
port to the President. 


Next Move Up to Russia. 


American officials agree that 
the next move is up to Russia and 
that it could be a move which 
would seriously impair the basic 
structure of the United Nations. 
The Soviet Government has little 
more than three days to decide 
whether its boycott of the coun- 
cil meetings on Iran should ex- 
tend also to written reports on 
the case.

The movies are difficult 
to understand, there’s no wide 
range of congenial companions 
who can spik Ingles, and there’s 
no Miss Japonica Nussbaum, 
‘Down Mexico way the gals like 
Japonica just don’t go to dinner 
and night clubs with you, and 
of course you wouldn’t be seen 
with any other kind.

Reuther, at 38 years old, presi- 
dent of one of America’s largest 
and most influential labor unions, 
expressed himself on a variety of 
subjects, including CIO-AFL rela- 
tions and the possibility of a third 
party. 

Discusses Outside Influences. 

Reuther discussed UAW-CIO in- 
dependence of “outside” influences 
in promising to work “very hard 
and sincerely” to unify the organ- 
ization. 

Asked the extent of any Com- 

munist influence in the auto un- 
ion, he made no direct reply but 
said about 10 per cent of the 
membership had “outside loyal- 
ties.” He asserted he was a mem- 
ber of no political party himself, 
although he said he belonged to 
the Socialists for about a year, 
around 1932, 
People in the union whom he 
will fight, he said, are “primarily” 
those with “political affiliations 
which they place above their un- 
ion” or persons who “base trade 
union policies on outside inter- 
ests.”

Acquisition’ of Auguste Rodin’s 
life-size bronze, “St. John the Bap- 
tist,” for $15,580 was announced 
yesterday by the City Art Museum. 

Finished in 1878, the statue rep- 
resents a masterpiece of the early 
period of the great French sculp- 
tor, who died in 1917. It is con- 
sidered by experts to be his finest 
example of realistic movement.

bassador to Soviet Russia. 


As chief of staff to Gen. Eisenhower for 


the African and Egropean campaigns, he justified Adm, King’s fore- 
cast. Gen. Eisenhower has described him as “the best chief of staff 


any general ever possessed.” 

The assignment of a top mili- 
tary man to the Moscow Embassy 
does not set a precedent. Admiral 
William H. Standley was our Am- 
bassador there in 1942-43. Our four 
other Ambassadors since recogni- 
tion in 1933 were rich men: Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt, Joseph E, Davies, 
Laurence A. Steinhardt and W. 
Averell Harriman, 

Why was a soldier of Smith's 
caliber selected to represent this 
country at the Kremlin in these 
troubled times, when our relations 
with the “Soviet Government are 
almost as taut as during the So- 
viet-German agreement period in 
1939-417? 


Military Diplomat. 


There are several logical an- 
swers. The first is Smith’s dem- 
onstrated ability to handle tough 
jobs under tense circumstances. 
As the top chief of staff in North 
Africa, England and Europe he 
proved himself @ military diplo- 
mat in his dealings with the 
American, British, French, Dutch, 
Belgian and finally Russian gen- 
erals. He belonged to that small 
group of planners who had a clear 
picture of the broad strategies. 
His was the responsibility to see 
that highest orders were fitted to- 
gether and carried out as planned. 

It is not surprising that Smith 
is an excellent chess and bridge} 
player. His fly-paper memory en- 
abled him to handle the myriad 
details of a campaign. 

It is surprising that he is neith- 
er a West Point nor a college 
graduate. Born in Indianapolis, 
on Oct. 5, 1895, he went to work 
for the National Motor Car Co. 
after his graduation from high 
school. He joined the Indiana 
National Guard at 15 and had 
risen to first sergeant when this 
country entered World War I. 
Bent to an Officers’ Training 
School in 1917 he was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant. He 
went overseas with the Fourth In- 
fantry, was wounded by shrapnel, 
fought in the third Battle of the 
Marne and at Chateau Thierry. 
His Ivy Division was cited en 
masse for gallantry. 

Finding Army life to his liking, 
he remained in the service after 
World War I. He was graduated 
from the Infantry School in 1930 
and attended the Command and 
General Staff School in 1935 and 
the War College in 1937. By 1939 
his permanent rank was that of 
major and he was the assistant 
secretary of the General Staff, a 
selection of General George C.

A second reason for his appoint- 
ment is that he is an “assignment 
man” and as such will carry out 
the policies of President Truman 
and Secretary of State Byrnes, He 
has no record of being “pro” or 
“anti” Soviet. It will be recalled 
that Ambassador Bullitt went to 
Moscow as an avowed “liberal” 
and that Ambassador Davies prid- 
ed himself on being a “capitalist.” 
The “capitalist” made the better 
record. The “liberal” was disillu- 
sioned by his experience. 

Before taking off for Moscow, 
Smith said: 

“I think the principal job of 
anyone who has official relations 
with Russia is to make every pos- 
sible effort to arrive at a basis of 
honest understanding and co-oper- 
ation. The same should be true 
of any Russian having relations 
with us in this country. 

“We should make‘sure that the 
Russians understand that we are 
doing everything we can to make 
certain that the United Nations 
Organization will be a success—as 
they have pledged themselves to 
do.” 


Knows Many Russians. 


Truman has had difficulty {n 
finding competent ambassadors. 
Rich men no longer hanker for 
these honors or care for the hard 
work the job entails today. The 
“career” diplomats of the State 
Department, while perhaps not 
exactly “suspect” for failure to 
carry out Administration policies, 
at least have records that would 
handicap them in dealing with the 
Kremlin. Smith will be above the 
State Department cliques. 

Other reasons advanced here for 
Smith’s appointment are that the 
present Kremlin government 
showing a notable preference for 
military men in its'own organiza- 
tion; that many of these Russians 
are personally known to Smith, 
and that many, perhaps most, of 
our diplomatic problems with Rus- 
sia, in Europe, the Middle East 
and the Far East are and will be 
for some time predominantly mili- 
tary. An American military man 
will be able to speak military lan- 
guage to the Russian officials. 

If necessary, Smith can be as 
blunt as Adm, Standley, who «an- 
nounced to the world in 1943 that 
the Russians were not giving us 
public credit for the supplies we 
were sending to that country for

More alarming than the prevailing senti- 
ment are such sympathetic remarks as ‘“‘the 
poor President” and “poor Harry.” They 
can be heard half a dozen times an evening 
in Washington. Only in the Hoover Admin- 
istration were the expressions current in the 
same sense. Nobody thought of sympathiz- 
ing with President Coolidge over his govern- 
mental troubles. When applied to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt they referred only to his 
physical infirmity. 


President Truman is partly responsible. | 


With what seemed almost self-pity he told 
many of his early visitors at the White 
House and early semi-public meetings that 
he had not wanted to be President. While 
this was true, it did not inspire confidence 
in the new chief executive. He pleaded for 
co-operation rather than asserting leadership 
and during the short-lived “honeymoon” he 
hoped the promised co-operation would last. 
He ignored the practical political advice of 
the late J. West Goodwin of his native Mis- 
souri, who had at the masthead of his news- 
paper: 
“Who bloweth not his own Bazoo, 
“The same shall not be blown!”’ 


Perhaps it is an atavistic tribal feeling 
but people, even in a democracy, want their 
chief to be a leader, not a pleader. 

There has been recent evidence that 
President Truman is changing his tactics. 
This was discernible after the published re- 
port, later denied, that he had told col- 
leagues that he did not want to be a candi- 
date in 1948. Whether it is an act or not, 
he appears to be in a happier mood and to 
enjoy the perquisites of office. He says that 
he does not worry.

Protestant church prides itself upon its freedom, 

nizes more and more that freedom runs the peril of anarchy, even 

as authority runs the peril of tyranny. 


Many critics of Protestantism 
have observed that democratic 
nations have had better success in 
avoiding the peril of anarchy in 
a free society than the religious 
community has had. For free‘ re- 
ligious communities live in an- 
archy, in the sense that there are 
dozens of religious denominations 
in Protestantism, which practice 
only a minimal degree of co- 
operation. It must be observed 
however that the political com- 
munity, despite its freedom, has 
forms of coercion which are com- 
pletely lacking in the religious 
community. If Protestantism 
should ever solve the problem of 
its anarchy it will be greater 
than any other democratic 
achievement. It will be the at- 
tainment of wider and more uni- 
versal community by purely spirit- 
ual means of mutual accord. No 
instruments of coercion are avail- 
able or feasible. 

The most important development 
in Protestant co-operation is the 
formation of the World Council of 
Churches, which has just held the 
meeting of its provisional com- 
mittee in Geneva, Switzerland. 
The Council was organized as a 
result of two great ecumenical 
conferences in Oxford and Edin- 
burgh in the year 1937. Out of 
the impetus of these two meetings 
the World Council has gradually 
emerged. Despite the war it has 
made steady progress. In the 
first meeting after the war the 
churches of former enemy nations 
were fully represented and had an 
important part in its councils. 


Nationalists Protest. 


This was so much the case that 
some of our nationalists have been 
gnashing their teeth and declaring 
that the churches were unduly in- 
fluenced by the cries of the van- 
quished. Genuine Christians on 
the other hand have taken satis- 
faction in this new proof of the 
trans-national character of the 
Christian church and of its ability 
to bridge the chasm between vic- 
tors and vanquished, This is a 
chasm which can in one sense be 
bridged only by a religion which 
teaches that, though we must 
make distinctions between just 
and unjust nations, as between 
good and evil men, finally in 
“God’s sight no man living is jus- 
tified” and all men become aware 
of the mutuality of guilt. 

The World Council of Churches 
has set up a special institute to 
teach religious leaders of the con- 
tinent in the application of the 
gospel to the vexing political and 


has led the world. 

Scientific capital consists of 
knowledge plus personnel trained 
to apply and extend this learning.

“Unselective Service.”

and even Germany, young sacien- 
tists were not allowed to join the 
fighting forces, but were assigned 
to work for which their special 
training and abilities fitted them.

in the year 1942 alone, some 7%5,- 
000 industrial, transport and com- 
munication engineers, physicians, 
agronomists and other special- 
ists were graduated from Soviet 
schools, 


Waste of Talent. 


American policy went far to- 
ward the other extreme. Our stu- 
dents and technically trained men 
were drafted in more or less in- 
discriminate fashion. The result 


was an almost complete waste of 
much talent through assignment 
to military duty which ignored or 


training. 

Dr. Vannevar Bush,: director of 
the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development, in his recent 
report to the President. estimated 
the draft has cost this country 
scientific capital equivalent to ap- 
proximately 150,000 bachelor’s de- 
grees and 17,000 Ph.D.’s, These 
167,000 men, averaging less than 
34,000 annually over five years of 
Selective Service, would hardly 
have been missed in the armed 
forces, but in American science 
and technology they have left a 
dangerous vacuum, 

Research is vital to national se- 
curity as well as to the peacetime 
prosperity. “In the field of chemi- 
cals, rubber, synthetic gas, electri- 
cal instruments, engineering prod- 
ucts, medicines, light agd heavy 
metals and food products, research 
for peace is research for national 
security,” Secretary of War Robert 
P, Patterson points out.

In almast 
every other Protestant nation one 
particular church is the center 
and core of the spiritual life of 
the nation. Thus Britain fs pre- 
dominantly Anglican, Scotland is 
Presbyterian and the Scandina- 
yian countries are Lutheran, as 
was Germany and as she may be 
again. : 

America on the other hand has 
a perfect crazy quilt of Protest- 
ant denominations and _ sects. 
Each of these denominations has 
made its own characteristic con- 
tribution to the witness of the 
total] church. But it can not be 
denied that many of the causes 
of their existence have become 
irrelevant and that their special 
contributions could better be made 
in a united church than by hav- 
ing each denomination corrupt its 
virtue into a vice by hugging it 
as a unique possession. 

The anarchy of our denomina- 
tionalism is less apparent in our 
great cities than in the country- 
side. In our cities the local Coun- 
cil of Churches have developed 
tolerable forms of comity and co- 
operation; and in any event a 
large city is bound to have many 
churches. There is therefore no 
absolute reason why they should 
not consist of a wide variety of 
forms, provided that they can 
achieve common counsel in their 
total impact upon the commun- 
ity.

Definitely it is not al- 
ways cool in Chicago. Too often it is 
unbearably hot. 

Of course, you can live in magnificent 
apartment buildings overlooking the 
Jake.

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This Ghastly Spring 

Seldom has spring presented a lovelier pic- 
ture than it has this year. After forsythia set 
the landscape ablaze, magnolia burst into bloom, 
plum, pear and peach trees added the glory of 
their blossoms, dogwood and redbud brightened 
up the woods, while masses of small spring 
flowers peered through the brown carpet of 
winter, 


In contrast to this awakening of life in nature 
and the promise of renewal that spring always 
gives, mankind himself presents a pattern of 
tragedy and despair. The world is littered with 
the debris of war, but mar has let it lie there 
while he turns to selfishness and greed. 


The firm friendships and alliances of war 
have been impaired. The unity that expressed 
itself in self-sacrifice and deeds of valor has 
been shattered. 

In a stinging arraignment of world statesman. 
ship last week, Dr. A. J. Carlson, retiring head 
of the American Association for the Advance 
ment of Science, said that some of the world’s 
leading powers, infected by the “lack of national 
and international integrity” which wrecked the 
League of Nations, are on the same path that 
led from World War I to World War II. 


Dr. Carlson bitterly denounced “artistic lying” 
by political and industrial leaders and the “guile, 
deceit and double-dealing,” which he termed the 
accepted national morality in all nations. He 
did not spare our own, 

In New York, the opening of the United Na- 
tions Security Council was marred by Russian 
obstinacy in the matter of Iran and by tactics 
that smack more of adolescent impulses than of 
mature behavior. Granted that Russia has a 
case for Iranian oil just as the United States, 
Britain and France have a case, why could not 
Russia have played the rules of the game? Is 
this the way to launch the newest-experiment in 
international co-operation? 


All over the world men, women and children 
are dying for lack of food. Their gaunt faces 
and bloated bellies are a reproach to all of us. 
Statesmanship should have foreseen the horror 
that is now prevalent in Europe and Asia. As 
usual, it has moved only tardily to meet this 
great human catastrophe. / 


In this country, the forces of greed and self- 
ishness have moved on Congress like a swarm 
of filthy locusts to prevent an orderly and 
sensible conversion from war to peace. Con- 
gress itself is divided into quarreling factions. 
The President has lost the leadership of his own 
party. His comprehensive program, excellent in 
many ways, has been sabotaged, and no other 
rational program broached by either party has 
taken its place. : 

The soldiers who returned from the mud and 
blood of the battlefields have come home to 
find themselves without houses to live in, with- 
out clothes to buy. They are confronted with 
a population which in general seeks to return 
to the comfortable ways of peace and prema- 
turely to slough off the obligations of adult 
citizenship in this difficult postwar period. 


Our invincible army of a year ago is shattered 
and the young men, though offered many in- 
ducements, do not want to enter the army so 
that America can discharge its urgent duties in 
conquered Germany and Japan. Meanwhile, the 
curse and peril of the atomic bomb hangs over 
the world, and careless people everywhere are 
actually thinking in terms of a new war before 
the bodies of men who died in the last one have 
yet grown cold. : 

Such is spring, 1946. What a ghastly mess 
it is! What a parade, as nature burgeons forth 
in all her loveliness, of evil, greed, corruption, 
tragedy and apathy! 
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The Cannon Roared

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A Timely Sculpture Show 

The City Art Museum is to be congratulated 
on the timeliness and arrangement of the “Ori- 
gins of Modern Sculpture” exhibition which 
opens there today. The show is planned to dem- 
onstrate the validity of varied approaches to art 
and includes pieces of all ages grouped with 
similar cantemporary work. It can help educate 
those who will take part in selection of sculpture 
for war memorials and for other structures that 
will be erected when public building is resumed. 

In the past, municipal sculpture in St. Louis 
has suffered from popular apathy to esthetics. 
Let us have no more great chunks of granite sold 
the city by merchants in the monument business. 
If more persons do not inform themselves about 
sculpture and make their preferences known, 
commercial interests will decide what we look 
at, or avoid looking at, for many years to come. 

Modern war has rendered the heroic figure 
on horseback obsolete. Hiraohito on his white 
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steed was an obvious anachronism as a military 
symbol, for the war was fought by the common 
man and his family. The sculptors on view in 
St. Louis wrestle with this problem and with 
problems of social and political prejudice. They 
resort to abstraction in simplified, geometric de- 
signs in such media as steel, iron, wire and plas- 
tics, materials as appropriate for art today as for 
war and industry 

It is certain the current show will be widely 
viewed. Museum officials report steadily in- 
creasing attendance, the total for the past month, 
55,000, being more than twice that for March 
of last year. Popular taste is admittedly as 
averse to change in sculpture as in architecture, 
where old, inconvenient houses of other ages are 
still wanted. But giant mechanical forces of the 
last few years have so penetrated the lives of all 
citizens that the sculpture on exhibit should re- 
ceive an interested, sympathetic viewing by most 
of the thousands who will see it. 
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Empty Election in Greece 

The Greek election today promises to be a 
farce. The British Army in Greece has proved 
itself an impossible board of election commis- 
sioners. 

The first act of Britain, after the Nazis fled 
Greece, was to crush the uprising of the leftist 
ELAS, which was the major resistance group. “In 
its stead,” according to Seymour Freidin of the 
New York Herald Tribune, “an iniquitous ad- 


mixture of questionable politicians, former col-_ 


laborationists and opportunists is being crammed 
down the throat of Greece.” | 
In a thousand-mile tour, Freidin discovered a 
rule of terror in Greece by the secret X-group. 
X-ists chased leftists out of towns, directed the 
police and controlled issuance of ration books. 
Everywhere they supported the Populist (Royal- 
ist) party’s aim of restoring the dictatorial and 
discredited monarchy. The situation was such 
that 11 cabinet ministers resigned in protest, and 
appeals for a delay in the election were made by 
70 members of the British Parliament, the French 


Assembly’s Foreign Affairs Committee and the 


Greek-American Council. 

Most significant, Greek Premier Sophoulis 
himself warned Britain that royalist bands and 
the police might intimidate the electorate. Lon- 
don did not heed the warning, so the election 
proceeds. Teams of foreign observers are on 
hand to watch the balloting. But they can do 
little more than inspect election lists or hear 
complaints, while most opponents “of the old 
monarchy are too fearful to ask for lists or make 
complaints. 

All the leftist parties and virtually the entire 
center are boycotting the election, The royalists 
are free to stuff the ballot, but a vast number 
of Greeks will ignore the results. The leftists 
ironically have changed their slogan from “The 
British must leave” to “The Greeks must leave.” 

Today’s election can only add to international 
friction. It will give Russia an excuse for fur- 
ther bickering with Britain. It will confront 
UNO with a major decision on whether to rec- 
ognize the Athens Government, and it will pose 
the question of supporting that Government to 
the United States. 
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No Lull for Rats 


Last week, the parents of 5-year-old Billy 
Arnold awoke to screams, and found the child's 
left hand and little finger bleeding from rat 
bites. 

Yet there is supposed to be a lull in the rat 
control campaign. St. Louis awaits the report 
of the Mayor’s Clean-Up Committee, and the 
April term of the Board of Aldermen. Then, 
presumably, the city fathers will thresh out the 
issue of whether to leave rat control in the 
Health Division, or to set up a new agency that 
could do the job as advised by an authority on 
rat control in yesterday’s letter column. 

Meanwhile, the Mayor’s committee travels to 
the eastward, looking in on other cities that 
haven't controlled rats either. In Baltimore, 
the committee found that rat control is not 
under the health department. But in Wash- 
ington, the committee found an offioial who 
thinks it should be, and who says Washington 
has waged a good war on rats. 

The Washington Post thinks differently. It 
states that “rats are costing District residents 
at least $15,000,000 a year.” And it prints a let- 
ter from an irate citizen who places the re- 
sponsibility for rats “squarely on the District 


_ government.” 


The net result is that other cities are in the 
same boat with St. Louis, overrun with rats. 
So what is the point of copying them? When 
St. Louis calls in its committees, gets to work 
and produces its own answer to the rat menace, 
then little children may sleep safely, 
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Vegetable Proposition 

A letter to the New York Herald Tribune 
suggests putting the UNO delegates on a vege- 
tarian diet, and then “watch their dissensions 
decline into mutual understanding.” That’s a 
fair enough proposition, and certainly some 
solvent for understanding is needed, so let's 
look it over.

Came the white man with 
vegetables and cereal grains. Now they are 
perfect sport for white man’s germs, and we 
really should send in more missionary dentists.

He may 
rage if he orders rare and receives well-done.

the world is his friend. Nay, ’tis lack of meat, 
the desire to partake of meat even if it require 
violence on those who have meat, that maketh 
the human race to turn one on another. 


3. Anyhow, the UNO delegates are actually 


displaying a singular devotion to the cause of 
vegetarianism. Custom at the official brass rail 
is brisk indeed, and, if spirituous lore deceiveth 
not, Bourbon is from vegetable corn,’ Scotch 
from barley, vodka from rye or potatoes, cognac 
from the grape, gin from grain plus the pungent 
‘essence of juniper berry.

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Why We Must Have a Strong Army

. Earlier American apathy toward military needs is turning to alarm 
and jingoism, editorial says; armed forces are required not because 
we expect war, but to convince world that we support peace; draft 
should be extended and caste eliminated to strengthen Army.

Suddenly there is a great concern in the 
United States about the haste with which 
our Army is silently folding its tents and 
disappearing from view all over the world. 


The campaign to “bring the boys home,” 
it now appears, was too successful. Re- 
placements didn’t keep pace with demobili- 
zation, The United States Army is down to 
fewer than 3,000,000 men. Most of them 
are trying to get out. 


It in a sad commentary on the typical 
American attitude toward world responsi- 
bility, that the pleas of statesmen and 
military men alike were treated apathet- 
ically until the cocktail rooms and corner 
drugstores began to echo with irresponsible 
jabbering about the possibility of war with 
Russia. 


The military men and statesmen said 
America would have to remain strong to 
be a power in world affairs. America 
would have to spend millions for scientific 
research, for equipment and for men, in 
order to show the world that we intended 
to retain our leadership and not sink back 
into the indifferent attitude of the isola- 
tionist ‘20s. Besides, America had an im- 
mediate job to do: It had to help the other 
Allies police the war-torn world. 


Power Dribbles Out in Debate 


Despite these pleas, Congress had to be 
“convinced” that the extension of the draft 
law was necessary; that universal military 
training was necessary in an atomic age; 
that money should be spent on military 
science; that America should back up the 
United Nations Organization with some- 
thing more than oratory. 


While the debate continued, the military 
power of America dribbled out, The power 
to command attention for our ideas of de- 
mocracy slowly weakened. America gives 
the appearance of losing interest in affairs 
abroad, even though we talk more about 
them than any other nation. 


We need a strong military arm, not be- 
cause we think we are going to war with 
anyone, but to convince the world we are 
sincere in our beliefs about the kind of 
world we want—that we want peace and 
freedom for all peoples if we have to fight 
for it, that we really intend to back up 
the UNO. 

To translate this attitude into warmon- 
gering is specious, If war came tomorrow, 
America could remobilize overnight. But 


America shouldn’t have to be faced with 
war, or in war, in order to have a strong 
right arm to back up its voice if necessary. 
Do we believe in democracy as strongly 
as the Russians believe in Communism? 


Why must we work ourselves into a fever 
pitch of apprehension that there’s going to 
be an actual war with someone, before we 
will consent to support an Army and Navy 
consistent with our size and world respon- 
sibilities? 


Reform Necessary In Army 


If we gauge the temper of the GIs prop- 
erly, they want to come home, but they 
also want to have their places taken by 
other young men. The GIs don’t want to 
throw away the peace just because most 
of them want to get out of the Army. And 
that brings us to the problem the Army 
faces in interesting young men in army 
life. 


No one knows better than a GI that 
50,000 men who like the Army and army 
life will be better than 500,000 men who 
are drafted unwillingly. But the Army, as 
it now is constituted, operates along lines 
that are distasteful to many red-blooded 
young Americans. Secretary of War Pat- 
terson has appointed a special civilian 
board to hold public hearings on the 
Army’s “caste system” and to recommend 
changes to make the service more demo- 
cratic, 


That’s a start in the right direction; it’s 
a tacit admission the Army is not a demo- 
cratic organization. The gripes of the en- 
listed man are well-known. GIs tell of 
events such as this: On Okinawa, wounded 
men were being bathed from helmets while 
other GIs were put to work making a 
bamboo barricade around the showers for 


the officer nurses. And all too often con-- 


struction gangs were put to work building 
officers’ clubs before they built enlisted 
men’s mess halls. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey recommends 
indefinite extension of the draft act, with 
service of inductees limited to 18 months. 
Most GIs will heartily approve that plan, 
but unless the Army recognizes that the 
draftees are primarily civilians, and 
changes its attitude toward enlisted men 
and officers, it runs the danger of embit- 
tering an entire generation against the 
instrumentality by which we must keep 
our nation strong.

Brilliant Book on France 


Lewis Gannett in the New York Herald Tribune 
“France: A Short History,” by Albert Gueraré. (W. 

W. Norton & Co., New York.) 

What is France? A smile, answers Al- 
bert Guerard in this glowing little book— 
a special kind of smile. 

If France were geography, it would in- 
clude Belgium. If language were the es- 
sence, it would include part of Switzerland. 
As a race, says Mr. Guerard, the French 
do not exist and are proud of the fact. 

A typical Frenchman may be thin as Vol 
taire, fat as Renan, short as Weygand, tall 
as De Gaulle; he may even be pure Negro, 
like Felix Eboue, Governor of Equatorial 
Africa, who became a key figure in the 
Free French movement. His name may be 
MacMahon or Blum or Hennessey. 

What makes a man French is a quality 
of the mind which reveals itself in a smile, 
* * . 

That smile is not a veil, like Mona Lisa’s, 
Mr. Guerard explains; it is a light. “The 
French smile is neither benevolent nor ma- 
licious. It expresses the joy of understand- 
ing, the pride of not being duped, bitter 
though the truth may be.” It is deadly to 
pretenses, a challenge to the absolute. 

Albert Guerard was bora, grew up and 
studied in France; he came to this country 
at 26, and here for 40 years he has taught 
—in Massachusetts, Texas ard California— 
what he calls “the tragic and magnificent 
history” of his native land. 

This little book is the distillation of a 
lifetime. Here familiar facts glow in a 
new light—one might say in the light of 
Mr. Guerard’s Franco-American smile. He 
is passionate in his faith that France is 
a collective achievement without which, in 
the past, the world would have been darker; 
without which, in the future, it would be 
sorrier, 

France is not Mediterranean, he begins; 
Paris, a Northern city, has always been 
its capital. Its natural ports face the At- 
lantic, not the Southern sea And France 
is not rich; it is a good, average country 
of poor farmers and miners of consum- 
mate artists and engineers 

+ . * 

“Gaul” was a Roman invention; France 
has never had any unity but that of the 
spirit. Her Middle Ages were not, as Henry 
Adams imagined, a period of organic unity, 
but of chaos France had at least half a 
dozen “Reformations,” none of them effec- 
tively Protestant; her “Renaissance” was 
an unconfessed effort to catch up with 
Italy, 

The “Revolution’ was an episode in a 
two-century crisis. Napoleon achieved noth- 
ing; perhaps his greatest creation was the 
myth of his own glory The Paris Com- 
mune was neither proletarian nor sevolu- 
tionary in origin 

Mr. Guerard punctures many myths and 
constantly sees greater meaning in writers 
than in Kings—in Rabelais rather than in 
the Louis, in Flaupert rather than in Na- 
poleon III. He does not even accept the 
convention that the two world wars were 
part of a 30 years’ continuous war; he sug- 
gests that the First World War was all but 
liquidated when a second crisis began, 
And at that time he ominously observes, 
bourgeois Europe’s obsessive fear of Soviet 
Russia almost determined its fate. 

This, then, is a primer of French history; 
it is also a glowing and novel interpreta- 
tion of a fatherland of the spirit.

N taking over the administra-

aim at only one target: Groceries 
and more groceries for the starv- 
ing. 
All other aspects of the UNRRA 
program will be jettisoned or sub- 
ordinated, so that funds and en- 
ergy may flow into an  ever- 
expanding food channel. Welfare 
and social projects, for example— 
information reaching the new ad- 
ministrator is that UNRRA staff 
officers have initiated a variety 
of them—will be shelved. The 
emphasis will be entirely on two 
questions: How can we pry loose 
the food at home? How can we 
get food most quickly to the hun- 
griest? 
LaGuardia had a long talk with 
Herbert Hoover's principal aide, 
Hugh Gibson, just before the 
Hoover - Gibson departure for 
Europe. ide expects to rely heav- 
ily on their reports of actual 
needs and it is his hope that the 
American people will have the 
same confidence in the former 
president's appraisal of conditions.

It igs too late 
for that, in his opinion. 


No Illusions About Job. 


The former mayor of New York 
is under no illusion about his new 
job.

Within a year UNRRA 
will be absorbed into the United 
Nations set-up—and every exper- 
ienced administrator knows what 
the prospect of dissolution does 
to any organization from. the 
standpoint of efficiency.

Lehman was given an 
office in the State Department, a 
press agent and a secretary, and 
it is hardly an exaggeration to say 
that for six months he could not 
get anybody to talk to him. 
Competition for personnel was 
fierce.

less purse of Uncle Sam out of 
which to pay wages. The Red 
Cross and military government 
competed in the older age groups 
and they could offer immediate 
access to the war areas. 


Hard Task for Lehman.

It was in accord with Byrnes’s 
judgment, right or wrong, that 
the Security Council boldly estab- 
lished the principle of the small 
nations’ right to be heard, what- 
ever great powers may threaten. 
It was by patience that the issue 
was brought to a vote with a mini- 
mum of open friction. In short, 
this slight, sharp-eyed, sharp- 
nosed man, with the quiet voice 
and the quick, nervous manner, 
is a major personality who de- 
serves to be accurately assessed 
and clearly understood. 


Polls and Politics. 


There are all sorts of clues by 
which one can try to fathom 
Byrnes’s character and estimate 
his purposes. He has, for example, 
continued the policy initiated by 
E. R. Stettinius, of employing one 
of the national poll-taking organ- 
izations to sound public opinion on 
international problems, He studies 
the results of these confidential 
polls with care, from which one 
can conclude that he is a practi- 
cal leader, who knows that any 
policy is worthless unless the pub- 
lic supports it. 


Again, his training is pre- 
eminently that of a legislator-—a 
member of the American Con- 
gress. When he left the Senate 
for the Supreme Bench, there was 
no doubt in anyone’s mind that 
the Senate lost its most influential 
man, and one of its two or three 
ablest men. To be a legislative 
leader, as Byrnes was, requires 
very special qualities. One may 
therefore emphasize that he is 
trained in the art of compromise; 
that he is a shrewd negotiator; 
and that in quality of mind he is 
the “common man of uncommon 
abilities,” which all legislative 
leaders are. 

Again, he is a self-made man. 
He was born to real poverty. He 
has the simple tastes of a poor 
man. (He once remarked that the 
total of his wants could be 
summed up in “a drink of decent 
Bourbon once a day, and one good 
new suit a year.”) But while his 
tastes are simple, one must also 
note that he has the drive and will 
to succeed of all self-made men, 


Caution Becomes Firmness. 


It is true, of course, that Byrnes 
has all the qualities that have 
been enumerated. But they do 
not add up to a real solution of 
the problem of Byrnes’ character. 
There are other less easily ob- 
servable qualities, which are 
equally important. The truly de- 
terming factors in Brynes’ make- 
up are caution, a desire and an 
ability to learn, and a dogged de- 
termination to achieve essential 
objectives.

While he has resorted to firm- 
ness towards the Soviets, Byrnes 
has not lost his caution. But more 
important than his caution, now- 
adays, is his grim resolve to see 
the Russian problem through to 
a satisfactory solution. Here he 
is influenced by a very deep and 
fervent feeling. He subscribes to 
the belief summed up in the 
phrase, “One World or None.” He 
is convinced that the present time 
offers the last chance for achiev- 
ing a peaceful and a stable world, 
and that failure in this great en- 
deavor carries with it the sure 
penalty of ultimate destruction. 
He is constantly aware of. the pe- 
culiarly vulnerable position § in 
which failure in the great en- 
deavor will leave the United 
States. And he is a realist. He 
knows that power is the basic unit 
of politics, as the atom is the basic 
unit of matter. He knows that the 
United Nations cannot be a work- 
ing world organization unless it 
has strength and power. He knows 
finally that present Soviet policy 
will not permit the creation of a 
United Nations with the strength 
and power needed for its job. 

That is why he is working for 
a change in Soviet policy, and 
working by firmness since conces- 
sions have not produced the de- 
sired result. Watching the Se- 
curity Council in session, one is 
forced to conclude that nothing 
will deflect him from his great 
objective except a failure of public 
support, His polls tell him the 
public is with him. He believes 
that if the facts are squarely pre- 
sented to the American people, 
the public will stay with him. It 
is a healthy starting point for any 
Secretary of States.

Chief Obstacles to 
Recovery.

OAL, dollars and skilled labor 
C are the primary obstacles to 
complete French economic re- 
covery. 


A newly completed survey indi- 
cates the remarkable degree to 
which France has come back and 
_the problems to be solved before 
‘it takes Germany’s prewar place 
‘as fourth in world production. 
French exporters are being given 
preferential treatment over other 
industries in an effort to regain 
France's prewar place as_ the 
fourth largest exporter in the 
world. 


While French coal mines are 
today producing 102 per cent of 
prewar output, industry is only 
receiving 56*per cent of its nor- 
mal allocation owing to insuffi- 
cient imports. The lack of dollar 
credits prevents the purchase of 
basic machine tools and essential 
raw materials. And though un- 
employment is high, there is an 
acute shortage of skilled labor. 


Big Gains by Industry. 

Nevertheless, industry has made 
remarkable gains in the past six 
months. Industries using domes- 
tic raw materials are back to 72 
per cent of 1938 production. Those 
dependng on imported material 
are up to 57 per cent and the 
central production index is 62 per 
cent. 


France’s leading industries have 
reached the following percentages 
of 1939 production: Agriculture, 
65; iron, 42; steel, 44; aluminum, 
68, and textiles, 43. 

Because of war destruction to 
tracks, bridges, canals and port 
installations and due to lack of 
rolling stock, barges and insuffici- 
ency of coal, transportation is 
slower in recovering. And indus- 
try is handicapped by inadequate 
transportation. Railroads are op- 
erating at 75 per cent of prewar 
level; waterways at 50, and ports 
at 83 per cent. Port recovery is 
probably the most remarkable. 

The manpower question remains 
‘acute. France's population has de- 
creased by 1,400,000 since 1939. Of 
these, 620,000 were war casualties, 
and the rest represented increase 
of deaths over births. Only the 
mining and metal industries have 
prewar labor. France’s second 
largest industry — textiles — has 
only 66 per cent of its prewar 
workers and agriculture 64 per 
cent. 

Labor and industry are both 
studying means to train skilled 
workers. The Government is 
bringing foreign and German- 
prisoner labor in where possible. 

If a greater proportion of Ruhr 
coal is allocated to France and 
dollar credits enable the purchase 
of necessary raw materials and 
machinery, the French can be ex- 
pected to make tremendous strides 
in the next year. 

France has had only one major 
strike since the war’s end, largely 
because of Communist influence 
in the Government and trade 
unions. 

The most frequent query of 
American visitors here is “why 
are there no strikes?”—especially 
as workers’ wages are indisput- 
ably far lower than living costs. 

Reasons for Lack of Strikes. 

There are three reasons for this 
situation: 

The C. G. T. (General Con- 
federation of Workers) officially 
opposes strikes and the Com- 
munist party, with its ministers 
in the government, is against 
them.

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League of Nations Men, to Hold 
Final Session in April, Say Fruit of 
Their Work Lives in United Nations 


Of Leaders Whose 


Names Raised Peace 


Hopes 25 Years Ago, Only Viscount Cecil 
Will Attend Last Meeting—One Task Is 
to Turn Over Buildings to U.N.O.

LONDON, March 30 (AP). 


ENEVA'S sad chapter in the history of human yearning for 
peace comes to an end in April with the League of Nations’ 
twenty-first and final assembly meeting. 


But the men of Geneva who 


have survived the years and the 


war they could not prevent say with pride that the fruit of their 
work lives on in the United Nations. 


They plan to seal the story of 
the league in a dignified and 
solemn meeting — perhaps two 
weeks long starting April 8 There 
are reminiscent speeches to be 
made and the task of handing 
over the torch has practical com- 
plications. 

Of the small group of men 
whose names raised 80 many 
hopes a quarter of a century ago, 
only Britain’s Viscount Cecil will 
attend the final meeting. 

The league’s main task will be 
to end its own life. It must de- 
clare that the 44 nations who still 
belong are no longer bound by the 
covenant’s pledges—so that all re- 
sponsibility for peace is trans- 
ferred to the United Nations. 

Buildings to Be Transferred. 

It must agree to turn over to 
the United Nations the stately 
buildings and the magnificent 
gifts the league acquired in its 
brief existence. 

There may be some argument 
about the $2,000,000 library which 
John D. Rockefeller gave the 
league—-$1,000,000 for the books 
and $1,000,000 for the building. 

League officials agree the Unit- 
ed Nations needs the library, 
which collected material from 
both the Allies and the Axis dur- 
ing the war, but they point out 
that it would be a hard blow to 
move it to the United States just 
after most of Europe’s libraries 
were destroyed in battle. 

The league must parcel out its 
assets among its members, cred- 
iting those who are in the United 
Nations with their part of the pro- 
ceeds. Changes in league mem- 
bership over the years make this 
a difficult job. 

The league must transfer some 
of its services to the United Na- 
tions — control of international 
traffic in drugs and women, col- 
lection of world economic statis- 
tics and others. 

There are about 400 treaties 
which mention the league and give 
it certain responsibilities. Some 
were signed and deposited in Ge- 
neva. Arrangements must be made 
to hand these over to the United 
Nations. 

The league must act on the con- 
troversial subject of mandates— 
giving mandatory states the power 
to turn the areas into the United 
Nations trusteeships. 

Officials preparing for this last 
assembly say that there will be no 
apologies for the past. In a digni- 
fied ceremony, the league will take 
recognition of what it did towards 
laying the groundwork of the 
new peace agency. 

Early Test for League. 

Just as the United Nations faced 
a political crisis in its infancy 
over Greece, so the League of Na- 
tions had an early test in the 
Aaland island dispute between 
Finland and Sweden. The league 
finally secured a 10-power agree- 
ment to demilitarize the islands, 
give them to Finland, but accord 
special rights to the Swedish popu- 
Jation. 


In 1944, Russia took over the 


islands as part of the armistice 
with Finland. 

Just as United Nations prospects 
are for one tough problem after 
another, so the league had an al- 
most continuous series of difficult 
disputes to solve—or to leave fes- 
tering as sores that finally broke 
into world war. 

In the early days there was the 
Polish-Lithuanian dispute over 
Wilno, capital of the Baltic State 
which the Polish Gen. Zeligowski 
seized. The League unable*to do 
anything. 

The league succeeded in forcing 
Mussolini out of Corfu after the 
Italians had bombarded = the 
Greek island and landed troops 
there. It gained some prestige 
when it managed to settle the 1922 
dispute between Britain and 
France over upper Silesia — 
another decision which came un- 
stuck after World War II. 

France sponsored Poland’s 
claims to the rich industrial area. 
Britain backed Germany. The 
area was finally split on the basis 
of population with the bulk going 
to Germany. At Yalta, in 1944, 
it all went’to Poland. 

Many scholars say, the death 
certificate of the League really 
was signed in 1931—the year of 
the “Manchurian incident” when 
China’s pleas for action against 
Japan went unheeded. 

Japan’s success in paralyzing 
the League provided the impetus 
for Germany’s withdrawal in 1933, 
when Hitler came to power. Rus- 
sia joined shortly after Germany 
got out but Japan left in 1934, 
further weakening the League’s 
position. 

The League's last desperate ef- 
fort to enforce its promise for 
a new era of security came in 
1936—Ethiopia. 

The United States, never a mem- 
ber, started the ball rolling with 
an arms embargo against both 
Italy and Ethiopia. Britain did 
the same. 

Some Sanctions Imposed. 


The League imposed some fi- 
nancial sanctions but then came 
the vital question of oil—the pow- 
er behind Mussolini's war ma- 
chine. The United States, France 
and Britain sparred, worried about 
what the others would do, and 
finally the whole attempt to stop 
Italian aggression collapsed. 

When the Axis went to Spain. to 
test its war machine, Russia 
asked for action, but Britain and 
France took the Spanish crisis 
out of the League’s ha: ds. 

There was no use trying much 
after that. 
of 1919 and 1920, so tarnished, had 
disintegrated. 

The League stayed on in its 
emptying halls, its voice drowned 
by the noise of approaching battle, 
until the fury of war forced the 
men of Geneva to go home. Their 
return in April is to add the last 
postscript. Elsewhere—in London 
and in <America—the opening 
pages already have been written 
in the next chaper.

against conscription of science 
students. 

General Electric, Westinghouse 
and DuPont plan to expand re- 
search and development work 30 
per cent, it is reported, and 
smaller industries have programs 
calling for as much as 150 per 
cent expansion of research, but 
all are faced with the aggravated 
manpower problem. 


War Absorbed Personnel. 


The war accelerated applica- 
tion of general scientific knowl- 
edge to certain specific uses. 
From this process new devices for 
peacetime already have resulted. 
But these gains were made at 
the expense of fundamental] knowl- 
edge, expansion’ of which legged. 
The great majority of the coun- 
try’s creative scientists were en- 
gared in the atomic bomb project 
and other war work. Like a giant 
sponge, the war absorbed per- 
sonnel who otherwise would have 
been doing research, or training 
students to do research, serving 
to enlarge the reservoir of fun- 
damental knowledge which is the 
fountainhead of all technology. 

“We have gained in the present, 
but we have been put back in the 
future,” is the way Dr. Thomas 
puts it, 

Incidentally, some of the war's 
outstanding scientific develop- 
ments stemmed from prewar re- 
search, Dr. J. C. Stearns of Wash- 
ington University, who was con- 
. nected with the atomic bomb pro- 
ject for three and one-half years, 
points out the basic knowledge re- 
lating to nuclear fission was ac- 
quired before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. 

Spectacular success of the 
atomic bomb undertaking has 
fostered some misconceptions 
about directed research. The be- 
lief that mass attack is infallible 
—t! at any scientific problem can 
be solved if enough manpower and 
money are expended — overlooks 
the -vital point that manpower 
and money even in unlimited 
quantities cannot get far without 
basic knowledge. 

Dr. Enrico Fermi, the Univer- 
sity of Chicago physicist who is 
eresited with having achieved the 

f e“--in-reacting atomic fis- 


sion, on his recent visit to St. 
Louis expressed the fear that un- 
directed research might suffer as 
a result of the war and its em- 
phasis on directed scientific ef- 
fort. 

Dr. Evarts A. Graham, the St. 
Louis surgeon, more than a year 
ago publicly accused the Army and 
Navy of crippling graduate train- 
ing in medicine and jeopardizing 
health on the home front by “ex- 
travagant” demands for doctors. 

The Bush committee has urged 
the Army and Navy to send back 
to college at once those men who 
have given evidence of talent for 
science. This group, it has been 
estimated, probably would aggre- 
gate no more than 100,000. 

The American Chemical Society, 
the Institute of Radio Engineers, 
the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers and seven other 
‘scientific organizations, in co- 
operation with the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, has proposed that steps 
be taken to screen out promising 
science students while Selective 
Service continues and if universal 
military service is adopted. Those 
qualified would be sent to schools 
of their own choice to take scien- 
tific studies in lieu of military 
training. 

Talent Program Recommended. 

A national science talent pro- 
gram also has been recommended 
for maintaining a National Sci- 
ence Reserve of some 6000 po- 
tential scientists a year. These 
reserves would goto school on na- 
tional scholarships, and then en- 
ter universities, laboratories or 
research under government or in- 
dependent auspices, as they 
wished. In a national emergency, 
however, they would be subject to 
call into government service for 
scientific or technical work. 

This plan proposes 24,000 scl- 
ence scholarships, 9000 of which 
would be allocated to fellows doing 
advanced work for Ph.D. degrees. 
The scholarships would pay tui- 
tion in approved colleges up to 
$500 a year, and personal support 
of $50 a month if the recipient is 
single, $75 a month if married. 
The plan would cost $29,000,000 a 
year, it is estimated, and would 
constitute an investment in na- 


tional defense. 


judgment” is the proposed Army-

could determine Administration 


policy, which Truman did, in favor 
of a merger. 

A provocative topic to speculate 
on is what Roosevelt would have 
done about the postwar probiems. 
Ardent New Dealers, recalling 
Roosevelt’s imagination, daring, 
showmanship and popular sales- 
manship, argue that the late 
President would have done much 
more than Truman has done dur- 
ing the past 12 months. This is 
debatable. It is doubtful whether 
Roosevelt could have again cap- 
tured popular support and fought 
off the special interests as he did 
in the dark days of 19383. 

It is not debatable that Truman 
inherited problems not of his own 
making. This makes his position 
more difficult than what Roose- 
velt would have been in. He also 
took over another man’s adminis- 
trative organization at a time 
when many of the best workers 
were beginning to feel that their 
patriotic war jobs were finished. 

Truman told one semi-public 
group that he was spending a 
third of his time trying to keep 
men from resigning and another 
third trying to get competent men, 
to take government positions. 

One of his answers to charges 
of “government by cronies” is 
that the men in private business 
refuse to join the government for 
two reasons. They can’t afford to 
live in Washington, they say, on 
the present comparatively low pay 
—low in comparison with their 
business incomes—and they refuse 
to lay themselves open to criticism 

Congress and the press, par- 
ticularly the gossip columnists, 
Business executives do not have 
elephant hides, the standard eqiup- 
ment of politicians. And very few 
want to give up $50,000 a year to 
serve for $10,000 or $15,000 in high- 
cost Washington. 

President's Plight. 

The President himself is the 
victim of the Government's penny- 
pinching salary policy. After he 
has paid his income taxes, federal 
and state, and the White House 
running expenses, he has little 
more than $4000 left from his 
$75,000 yearly salary. As a Senator 
he frankly acknowledged that he 
had to have his wife on his secre- 
tarial payroll to meet the Wash- 
ington expenses. 

His own experiences prompted 
him to support the program for 
higher Government salaries in all 
three branches, as well as retire- 
ment pay for Congressmen. He 
knows only too well that there is 
little opportunity, for a Govern- 
ment official in Washington to 
save money. Most have to. fall 
back on private means. 

Another reason for Truman’s 
selection of persona! friends is his 
limited circle of acquaintanceship 
and his lack of political advisers 
who know where competent men 
can be found. He also lacks 
Roosevelt's sense of timing. Only 
an administrative novice would 
have sent to the Senate in short 
order the nominations of Edwin 
W. Pauley, George Allen and 
James K. Vardaman. 

These nominations were also ex- 
amples of his loyalty to his old 
friends. More outstanding, were 
his appointments of his old sena- 
torial colleague Harold Burton to 
the Supreme Court and his friend, 


Associate Justice Jackson, as 
prosecutor at the Nuernberg war 
trials. 

With’ businessmen refusing to 
join the Government, the Presi- 
dent had to fal] back on a truly 
career branch of the Government, 
the armed services, for some of 
his highest selections. It was a 
political “natural” for him to name 
Gen. Marshall as his special envoy 
to China after Ambassador Hur- 
ley blew up in his face, and Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley as head of the 
Veterans’ Administration. But 
what used to be diplomatic plums 
—the ambassadorships to Russia 
and Belgium—have gone to Gen. 
W. Bedell Smith and Adm. Allen 
G. Kirk, respeciveiy. President 
Truman did not have career men 
in the State Department for these 
high positions. 

Atomic Bomb Decision. 

Although almost totally inexpe- 
rienced in the foreign field, the 
President has had more success 
there than in his domestic pro- 


gram. The United Nations Organ- 
ization has been established and 
is functioning; the Bretton Woods 
Agreement has been approved by 
Congress; details of the loan to 
Great Britain have been worked 
out; the United States has taken 
the leading part in UNRRA; the 
big War Trials are drawing to a 
close; numerous postwar agree- 
ments are being drafted and the 
International Atomic Control Com- 
mission is ready to start work, 


Truman has said that he had to 
make the hardest decision ever 
given to a Man when, after con- 
sultation with former Secretary 
of War Henry L, Stimson, he told 
the Army to drop the atomic bomb 
on Hiroshima. This was at Pots- 
dam. His controlling thought was 
that the bomb would save lives of 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can boys. He gave the Japs 10 
days’ warning, which they ignored. 
He believes that the bomb short- 
ened the war by six months. 


The Commander in Chief deeply 
regrets that his predecessor did 
not confide in him on internation- 
al affairs during the winter of 
1945. He would have beeen in a 
much stronger position today if 
he had accompanied Roosevelt to 
Yalta. He attended no meetings 
of the chiefs of staff and he had 
to start from scratch on foreign 
policy when he took over the 
‘presidency on April 12, 1945. 


On domestic questions he was 
better prepared. His chairman- 
ship of the War Investigating 
Committee had given him definite 
views about management and 
labor, and his membership on the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. 
particularly his work on railroad 
reorganizations, enlightened him 
on American business methods. 
Membership on the Appropriations 
Committee gave him an insight 
into governmental qperations, 


General Program. 

He presented the country with 
his general program in September 
by a 16,000-word message to Con- 
gress, containing 21 specific pro- 
posals. To these he added, after 
the failure of the labor-manage- 
ment conference, his recommenda- 
tion for a cooling-off period in 
labor disputes. His only major 
credit so far igs a watered down 
version of his full employment bill. 

The Chief Executive, a firm be- 
liever in party loyalty, cannot 


understand why his former col- 
leagues refuse to support what he 
considers the Administration pro- 
. Only recently has he and 
mocratic National Committee 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan de- 
cided that pressure must be 
brought upon Congress for ap- 
proval of his recommendations one 
at a time. Hannegan is also try- 
ing to instill discipline, but the 
difficulty goes deeper than mere 
party defections. 

This difficulty is the antiquated 
organization of Cangress and 
would handicap the better disci- 
plined Republicans should they 
come to power. The President 
wants the LaFollette-Monroney 
recommendations for stream-lin- 
ing Congress put into effect. He 
goes even further than this report 
and would have some form of ro- 
tating chairmen for congressional 
committees. He has seen his own 
proposals blocked by opposition- 
ists or indifferent chairmen. 

He also has plans for reorgani- 
zation of the executive depart- 
ments to make them more effi- 
cient and more in keeping with 
modern developments. The latest 
report is that these plans, kept 
secret because premature an- 
nouncement might create congres- 
sional and executive opposition, 
will be put into effect around 
July 1; the start of the next fiscal 
year. 

Truman has grown during the 
past 12 months. His hand is 
surer and his insight is keener. 
The change in his weekly press 
conferences is an example of his 
increasing experience in an ex- 
ecutive position. ‘ 

His Words Misinterpreted. 

As a Senator he trusted report- 
ers and spoke frankly on and off 
the record. He did not dodge and 
he did not mislead. As President, 
he tried this for a while, appar- 
ently unaware that every word he 
uttered was subject to interpre- 
tation, sometimes by biased or 
unscrupulous reporters. Several 
times he answered s0 quickly 
without a full statement, that his 
remarks often were interpreted 
incorrectly rather than correctly. 

Now he {is better informed and 
better advised. He works hard at 
reading reports and official docu- 
ments—about 30,000 words a day, 
in addition to glancing over seven 
newspapers. He is a quick reader 
and is blessed with a retentive 
memory. 

At recent press conferences, 
when he has seen the probable 
consequence of an incomplete an- 
swer, he has replied “no com- 
ment.” For more important state- 
ments, he refers to typewritten 
memoranda. 

His manner with visitors has 
changed. No longer does he see 
the stream of inconsequential 
callers at the White House; no 
longer does he seem to seek sym- 
pathy for being in the toughest 
job in the world. 

The President has brushed aside 
questions about his candidacy in 
1948, saying that he was too busy 
with present-day duties. There is 
virtually no doubt that he will be 
a candidate, despite what he said 
earlier that he had not wanted to 
be President, or for that matter, 
Vice President. 

By that time, he will have served 
in the White House more than 
three years. By then his “ade- 
quacy” will have been tested. The 
voters will decide whether his rec- 
ord merits four more years in the 


White House. 


Protestants Seek Closer Unity

quate sounding board which it 
lacks in most American commu- 
nities, 

After the last war it was this 
situation in the small villages 
which prompted the great move- 
ment toward church unity in 
Canada, resulting in the United 
Church of ‘Canada. No similar 
impetus has resulted from either 
war in our country, perhaps be- 
cause the countryside does not 
loom as large in our spiritual life. 
Yet we are making some progress. 
In various states, local councils 
of churches have taken the initi- 
ative in organizing what is known 
as the “large parish,” incorporat- 
ing a half dozen churches and 
allowing for a staff of three or 
four ministers for the larger par- 
ish, each expert .in his particular 
field, Some churches have also 
been federated in local commu- 
nities, allowing the larger of two 
or three churches to absorb the 
others. Sometimes such unions 
are absolute, In other cases each 
group retains its identity, yet all 
are served by one pastor and 
make use of one house of worship. 

Experimentation Urged. 

There ought to be a great deal 
more experimentation in these 
schemes of federation. Without 
them the religious problem of our 
villages can not be solved. On 
the whole it can not be said that 
denominational leaders have given 
these movements as much eén- 
couragement as they ought. There 
is a\ natural tendency to regard 
such churches as lost to the total 
denominational strength. Only 
very wise and saintly denomina- 
tional leaders can rise above the 


| 


temptation of maintaining their 
denominational sheepfolds at all 
cost, lest some one else count, 
as well as serve, their sheep. 

A totally different type of move- 
ment for the reunion of the 
churches must also be mentioned. 
There has been a general ten- 
dency toward the amalgamation 
of various denominations of sim- 
ilar types. Thus the Methodist 
Church in America has succeeded 
in reuniting the churches of the 
north and south and the Congre- 
gational Churches have united 
with a group of Christian 
Churches; and the Reformed 
Church and the Evangelical 
Church united to form the Evan- 
gelica] and Reformed Church, now 
a body of some 800,000 members. 
These are past accomplishments. 

In the future lies the possibility 
of a union between the Episcopal 
and the Presbyterian Church on 
one hand and between the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed and the 
Congregational and Christian 
Churches on the other hand, Both 
these unions have been worked 
out toythe smallest detail and wait 


only fer the final official sanction. 


Yet the possibility of consummat- 
ing either union is not too hope- 
ful at the present moment. This 
must be recorded with regret. For 
each of these unions would Heve 
been something more than the 
“family reunions” of the past. 
They represent churches of dif- 
ferent policy and tradition. To 
have transcended these differ- 
ences would have represented 
(and may still represent) a gen- 
uine spiritual achievement. 


Difference in Polity. 


It would serve no good purpose 
to try to explain in detail why the 
consummation of these unions can 
not be too confidently predicted, 
except to say that in each case 
it has been found difficult to 
bridge the differences in polity or 
doctrine between them. In this 
connection it may be worth ob- 
serving that differences of polity 
seem to offer even greater ob- 
stacles to union than differences 
in doctrine. Differences in doc- 
trine are disappearing somewhat, 
because American Protestantism 
is finding a more creative center 
of liberal Evangelicalism and 
avoiding the extremes of an ob- 
scurantist orthodoxy on the one 
hand and a liberalism on the 
other hand, which had dissipated 
the characteristic emphases of the 
Christian faith, for the sake of 
coming to terms with “modern 
culture.” 

© fact that differences of pol- 
ity (that is of church organiza- 
tion) should prove such great ob- 
stacles to union must fill church 
people with a sense of contrition. 
It means that the church regards 
its mode of organization ag more 
important than the Gospel which 
it preaches. It means that the 
instrum-nts of the Gospel have 
been raised to the position of 
absolutes. It means that the 
church has hardly heeded the 
words of its Lord: “Whosoever 
seeketh to gain his life will lose 
it and whosoever loses his life for 
My sake will find it.” 

‘Co-operation in War. 

In every war a great deal is 
made of the kind of religious co- 
operation which is achieved in the 
army, where chaplains of every 
faith serve men of every faith. 
The religious pluralism of Ameri- 
can life, particularly of Protestant 
life, makes this kind of co-opera- 
tion imperative in the army. With- 
out it there could be no religious 
ministry to the men of the armed 


this last experience. Coerced co- 
operation doeg not solve the fun- 
damental problems. The forces of 
coercion do not apply in civilian 
life. Co-operation and union must 
be worked out in terms of a mu- 
tual forbearance, without any 
whip of absolute necessity. 

Some enthusiasts for church 
union maintain that the authority 
of the church must be derived 
from the prestige of its united 
witness. This is not exactly the 
case. If there is truth in its Gos- 
pel, that truth will find the hearts 
of men, prestige and numbers 
can not adc or subtract from that 
truth. On the other hand the di- 
vision of Protestantism is a living 
refutation of the Gospel in the 
sense that the church, which 
preaches the necessity of wider 
community to the nations, proves 
that it has not been able to prac- 
tice what it preaches. In this 
sense a divided church is an of- 
fense to the Gospel. 

One can only hope that Ameri- 
can Protestantism will find the 
sources of grace and power to 
overcome this offense. ;

U.S. Had No Rockets on Dec. 7,41, | 
But by War’s End There WereMany i 


As Late as Fall of France, Armed Forces 
Weren’t Much Interested in 
Scientists’ Suggestions.

WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) | 
—When the Japanese attacked 
Pearl Harbor, the United States 
Army and Navy had not a single 
rocket in service use, and plans 
for rockets were limited, the 
Army and Navy revealed today.

the feeding of the Russian people. 
In the Army he. had the reputation 
for speaking very plainly when 
occasion demanded, and, according 
to one war correspondent, he gave 
the impression of “caring less for 
people than for ideas.” 

In addition to his ability to 
speak on international military 
affairs, Smith, a Roman Catholic, 
will be in a position to bring 
about a better understanding be- 
tween the Kremlin and the Vati- 
can, This ig a delicate subject, not 
usually mentioned in public diplo- 
matic statements, but the Soviet 
and Marxist attitude toward re 
ligion, particularly the Catholic 
Church, has’ been the cause of 
some unfriendliness of many 
Americans toward Russia. 

Anecdotes about “the Beetle” 
are few, due perhaps to his busy 
life. His WAC aide and secretary, 
Major Ruth Briggs, says that he 
is so intent on his work that 
nothing funny seems to happen 
to him. Miss Briggs, now out of 
the Army, will be on Smith's staff 
in Moscow. 

Marshall’s Tribute. 

While in the Army, he displayed 
only one picture in his office, that 
of Gen. Marshall, which is in- 
scribed. “To Bedell Smith with 
affectionate regards and my com- 
plete confidence.” An inscription 
like that means a lot to an Army 
officer. 

Smith married Miss Mary 
Eleanor Cline in July, 1917, just 
before he started for the Officers’ 
Training Camp. A tall, charming 
woman, she became an “Army 
wife,” with a fondness for dogs 
and horses. She lived in a modest 
but colorful home just inside the 
District of Columbia line, while 
her husband went off to the wars. 
The home is furnished with souve- 
nirs of Smith’s service in the 
Philippines, North Africa and 
Europe. A prize possession is a 
branch of the olive tree under 
which Smith signed the Italian 
armistice in September, 1943. 

Mrs. Smith has accompanied 
her husband to Moscow, where 
they probably will live in the 18- 
room pre - revolution Spasso 
House, originally built by a sugar 
merchant. The Russians assign 
two militiamen to guard this resi- 
dence when it is occupied by an 
American Ambassador. This mili- 
tary touch will be a reminder, if 
one is needed, that the American 
Ambassador is in a country where 
war is on everyone's mind.

and Development, admitted that as 


jlate as June, 1940—after the fall 
of 


France—the armed forces 
showed only “mild interest” in 
suggestions of a civilian scientist 
that rockets could and should be 
developed. 

The scientist was Dr. C. N. 
Hickman of the Bell Telephone 
Laboratories. 

Hickman was one of the lead- 
ing rocket scientists of the present 
war. The armed forces at first 
showed little enthusiasm for most 
of his ideas, but every one of 
them proved sound in combat. 

We didn’t start a rocket pro- 
gram until July, 1940, and we were 
well into the war before a single 
rocket missile was hurled at the 
enemy. We had to depend heavily 
at first on the experience of the 
British. 

Weapons by War's End. 

Nevertheless, today’s report de- 
clared, by the end of the war we 
had: 

1. Fired millions of rockets 
ranging in weight from three to 
almost 1300 pounds, in velocity 
from 65 to 1500 feet a second, 
and having.ranges up to 10,000 
yards, 

2. Used rockets as weapons 
for foot soldiers, airplanes, jeeps, 
tanks, trucks and virtually every 
type of naval craft. 

3. Employed rockets against 
submerged submarines, to knock 
out tanks and planes, to spear- 
head the Normandy break- 
through in 1944 and assault 
landings from Oran to Okinawa. 

4. Virtually created a special 
new powder industry. 

5. Utilized rockets for special- 
ized purposes such as propelling 
mine-clearing and anti-radar de- 
vices, launching the American 
experimental version of the fly- 
ing bomb, offsetting the recoil 
of guns, furnishing high pres- 
sure gas for flame throwers— 
and even driving holes for tele- 
phone poles. 

By V-~J day, the combined milli- 
tary services were obtaining rock- 
ets at a cost rate of $1,350,000,- 
000 a year. 

Rockets Described. 

The hitherto-secret rockets and 
launching devices described in to- 
day’s report are: 

1 “Tiny Tim”—a 1284-pound, 
10-foot rocket described as “a 
weapon which gives a fighter 
plane the punch of a 12-inch 
gun.” 

2. The “super bazooka”—a big- 
ger and better version of the 
widely known. shoulder weapon. 
The projectile has almost twice 
the speed and carries double the 
load of the original. 

3. The “mouse trap” anti-sub- 


marine rocket—so named be- 
cause its shipboard launchers 
resemble a mousetrap, “Mouse- 
trap” projectiles are rockef-pro- 
pelled bombs. In an attack on a 
submarine they can be launched 
ahead of the attacking ship. 


4. Anti-submarine aircraft 
rockets—54-pound pro al- 
most five feet in length and 3.5 
inches in diameter. Sped from 
a diving aircraft and having a 
velocity of 1175 feet a second on 
their own, the projectiles can 
travel about 100 feet under 
water and still penetrate subma- 
rine hulls. 


5. Anti-submarine rockets that 
were fired backward. These 
“retro-rockets” were fired back- 
ward at the same speed that a 
plane was moving ahead. The 
two velocities canceled one an- 
other, with the result the rocket 
stopped in midair and then 
plummeted straight down, 


6. The super 45-inch rocket— 

an improved version of the 45- 
inch aircraft rocket previously 
disclosed. The “super” 
100 pounds, compared with the 
38 of its forerunner, and carries 
twice the load. It is designed 
for plane-to-plane and air-to- 
ground attacks. 


7. The “Holy Moses”"—an aim 
craft rocket, six feet long, five 
inches in diameter and weighing 
140 pounds. It travels 1375 feet 
a second—200 feet faster than 
any previous comparable rocket. 

8 The 7.2-inch rocket — this 
was Originally designed to hurl 
a load of 20 pounds of poison 
gas several thousand yards if 
the enemy had resorted to gas 
warfare. It was modified as a 
demolition rocket, fired from 
“whiz bang” multiple launchers 
mounted on Sherman tanks. 
The Navy version of the 7.2 was 
fired from a 120-barrel “woofus” 
launcher, 

9. “Zero-length” aircraft rock- 
et launchers—pairs of tiny posts 
on an airplane's wing, an im- 
provement over tube and rail 
launchers, which slow a plane 
considerably, 

10. “Super - rocket ships” — 
these are Navy LSM (R) 8 
(landing ship, medium, rockets), 
each of which can fire 300 
rockets a minute. 

11, “Musical”. launchers—mul- 
tiple launchers which enabled 
light trucks and tanks to lay 
down artillery-like barrages in 
certain situations, 

The “xylophone” launcher is an 
eight-tube affair for trucks. The 
“calliope” is a 60-tube launcher for 
Sherman tanks. There are also a 
24-tube launcher called the “honey- 
comb” and another 60-tuber called 
the “hornet’s nest.” These are 
especially adapted for launching 
“spinner” rockets, whose flight is 
stabilized by a rotation effect pro- 
duced by escaping gases passing 
through angular holes in the rock~- 
et’s “tail.” Spinners are more ac- 
curate than fin-stabilized rockets, 
which do not spin.

HE light, pleasant, three- 
T story red brick house at 4919 

Forest F-~k boulevard, to be 
known henceforth as the Forest 
Park Children’s Center, was 
opened for two hours Monday 
afternoon so that the Junior 
League membership, together 
with several husbands, might in- 
spect the newest, and thus far 
the most ambitious, league proj- 
ect. 

Fully staffed and almost com- 
pletely furnished, the house will 
be occupied by the end of next 
month as a psychiatric home for 
children, one of the few of its 
kind in the country. Its purpose 
is to assist, by means of super- 
vised care and study in a home- 
like atmosphere, juveniles with 
psychiatric problems. The chil- 
dren will be referred to the cen- 
ter by various city agencies. 


The house will be managed 
under league supervision by Mrs. 
Alice Burns Hora, resident psy- 
chiatrist, who is the director, 
with two other psychiatrists 
who will visit the children peri- 
odically, and two house mothers. 
For the present there will be 
only 12 children to care for and, 
after they are installed, only 
such league members as may be 
assigned to the center for vol- 
unteer clerical, recreational or 
tutoring work will go there, ex- 
cept by appointment. 

A wide doorway leads into a 
sort of double living room, the 
east end offering some privacy 
for visiting parents. Extending 
the full width of the house, the 
room is painted a soft gray-blue 
and has matching’ venetian 
blinds taped in contrasting ma- 
roon. The dining room is pale- 
green and boasts a fireplace at. 
one end facing a long buffet at 
the other. Small dining tables 
will be arranged for the chil- 
dren. A shelved pantry connects 
hn rem with a large kitchen.

left Washington on a Tuesday at noon in a shower of 
rain. Rather, I should have said we left the lovely old 
city of Georgetown with its delightful Federal architecture. 
Georgetown was already 150 

years old when Washington 

was selected as the site of 

the national capital and 

many of the early statesmen 

and legislators lived there 

in preference to the new 

city.

But once we'd crossed the Mississippi 
into Missouri’s hills, there was a sure feeling of being home 
again. It’s a common feeling. Southerners have it — and 
Vermonters—and Westerners when they see again the great 
ranges of the Sierras. But somehow there’s a friendliness, a 
certain softness, about Missouri’s hills that for me is not 
duplicated anywhere else in America. Missouri’s hills are beau- 
tiful in spring when the redbud is in bloom and the wild plum 
thickets scatter like white snow along the fence rows and high 
up the mountain sides, and the hickory and horse chestnut 
push forth their flower-like leaf buds. Back in the deep hollows, 
many a log cabin is hidder by the shower of pink peach 


blossoms.

@ ALL THE OLD DAFFODILS WERE BLOOMING their 
heads off to say nothing of new ones planted last autumn and 
even this spring. Firethorn and quince, flowering cherry and 
mahonia were in full bloom while the new English hawthorn 
“was just about to burst. Mama’s rock garden which is filled 
mostly with vincas, seedums, myrtle, small flowering phlox 
and rock pinks>has spread in all directions, Redbud is in 
full bloom but, as nearly always happens after a season of 
phenomenal bloom such as we had last year, this season’s 
flowering is not as heavy. Over along the hill in the woods, 
spring beauty and the creamy-white bloodroot make a carpet 
above the brown oak leaves, Johnnie-jump-ups, the tiny wild 
pansies, are blooming in the bluegrass all across the hill. 
Violets and wild phlox are flowering on the sunny spots on 
the hillside and the Dutchman’s Breeches with their lace-like 
foliage have pushed their way through the heavy leaf mold 
in the rare spots where they bloom in the deep woods. Our 
wild plum trees send their heady perfume drifting up the 
hillside to the house. Within a few days the trillium and wild 
geranium will flower.

While we were away the contractor had finished our 
pond. We walked over to the far field with George to 
inspect it. Already George had planted the banks to 
oats, timothy, English rye and bluegrass and put an 
oll drum filled with limestone rock over the standpipe 
which will fill the watering trough below the dam. This 
week I hope to get a couple of bundles of border- 
planting shrubs and trees from the Farm Bureau with 
which to surround the pond. Then we have to rake up 
enough of last year’s hay and grass to mulch the dam. 
Then we'll send a special delivery appeal to Aden 
Bauman of our Conservation Commission for aquatic 
plants to get the pond started off right as a fish-raising 
project and will hope to lure him down for a day or 
so. Of more importance than our pond is a day’s tour 
which I want to make with Aden and Mr. Leonhardt 
of our Southside Conservation Federation of the pond 
projects which this chapter of the Federation is operat- 
ing in the St. Louis area.

This time, however, he scurried away into the safety of 
a brush pile and refused to come back until all lights were 
out. Just the same, when we looked out later and saw him 
sitting there eating his dinner, we felt that we had truly 
come home to Possum Trot.

X-GI. RAYMOND “PETE” 
E JONES figures that a certain 

investment of 350 French 
francs he made in the little town 
of Nancy in the province of Lor- 
raine in France is going to net 
him more happiness than he could 
buy for a million dollars. For $7 
in American money Pete Jones 
“bought” a son. 

This past week Pete’s investment 
began paying off. Last Tuesday, 
covered with identification and de- 
livery tags, bedraggled Jean Dre- 
sin, the 14-year-old French war 
orphan whom Jones adopted in 
France, stepped off a train here. 
Behind him lay a 6000-mile trip 
across the Atlantic and half the 
United States. Before him stood 
the person he loved most in this 
world, 

Jean Dresin took one look 
Pete Jones and yelled, “Dad!” 

Jones gathered Jean up in his 
arms and murmured, “My son.” 

“I guess,” says Jones, “that was 
the happiest moment I'll ever have 
in my life.” 

From the train, 29-year-old Jones 
took his son to the home of the 
boy’s new grandparents. And 
there he explained to Jean that 
everything was going to be just 
as the two had day-dreamed it 
when they were together back in 
France. From that moment on 
the two of them would always be 
together. 

And Jean would eat ice cream 
and have a dog and get a catcher’s 
mitt and learn about American 
things like baseball and corn on 
the cob. He would even be called 
Johnny Jones instead of Jean 
Dresin, because Johnny Jones was 
more American, Everything was 
going to come true—except one 
thing. Johnny wasn’t going to 
have’ the mother that Pete had 
promised him. 

The woman who was to have 
been Johnny’s mother has filed 
suit for divorce from Pete Jones. 
On the same day that little John- 
ny arrived in New York aboard 
the Italian liner Vulcania, 21-year- 
old Betty Jane Jones was granted 
an injunction barring her hus- 
band from their home. Mrs, 
Jones has not seen the boy who 
was to have been her son,

Jane Jones told the press that 

her husband’s adoption of little 
Johnny had little or nothing to do 
with the divorce action, She said 
Pete had written her how he and 
Johnny had met in France and 
practically adopted each other, but 
she wanted Pete to return to the 
United States and discuss the mat- 
ter with her before legally adopt- 
ing the boy. Instead, Jones, fear- 
ing that Johnny might be lost to 
him if he returned to the States 
without having first completed the 
French legal proceedings, formally 
adopted Johnny in Nancy last 
July. In November he returned 
home. The rift that had begun 
while he was overseas widened as 
the months went on. Last Mon- 
day Mrs. Jones filed suit for di- 
vorce, charging her husband with 
cruelty. Jones is not nomeng 
the divorce. 

“The only thing I can hope tor’ 
now is that we can arrange some 
kind of a financial settlement that 
will leave me and Johnny enough 
to get started on in our new life,” 
he said, 

Jones has been determined this 
past week that not even the un- 
pleasantness of the divorce suit 
shall spoil Johnny's happiness. 

“We worked too hard—me and 
Johnny—for this to let anything 
spoil it for us now,” Pete said. “I 
love the kid and all I ask out of 
life is seeing him happy.” 

First thing after Johnny stepped

Johhny proudly called this report- 
er’s attention to the little red- 
bird’s feather in the band of his 
new hat. 

That evening the Jones clan 
gathered in the grandparents’ 
home to welcome the new addition 
to their family. As daughters and 
sons-in-law and _ grandchildren 
talked excitedly around the dining 
room table about Pete’s new son, 
little Johnny slipped into the 
darkened living room and sat 
down at the piano. Hesitantly at 
first he began picking out a tune, 
then gathering courage he 
plunked loudly away.

Attach- 
ing himself to the first group of 
American soldiers to enter Casa- 
blanca, Jean traveled mostly with 
artillery units. He wore castoff 
G.I. clothes and begged his meals 
in American mess tents. He grew 
tough and fearless, He learned 
to drive half-tracks and jeeps and

occasionally did guard duty for 
short stretches. Finally he arrived 
in Luneville and met Sgt. Jones. 

“Johnny had lots of friends 
among the Yankees,” Pete ex- 
plained, “but I guess nobody ever 
really loved him like I did. His 
parents had been gone too long for 
him to remember any affection 
they ever showed him, We just 
sort of got together.” 
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T the time Pete and Johnny 

met, Pete had also been

bridegroom and, conversely, 
being a Chinese bride appears 
demoralizing work, The bride- 
groom’s distinct advantages 
begin long before the happy 
cOuple even meets. No court- 
ship is involved. The lad’s 
father visits a local matrimony 
broker and specifies the gen- 
eral qualifications of the bride 
he desires for his son. 


The bride goes from her an- 
cestral home dressed in an 
elaborate full-length gown— 
any shade of red or pink—a 
topheavy headdress full of 
brass and convolutions, and an 
opaque knee-length veil. She 
travels in an ornate, coolie- 
borne sedan chair so swathed 
with gold brocade draperies 
that she can’t see out. Nobody 
can see in either. 

When the sedan chair arrives 
at the bridegroom's family 
home, the prospective bride is 
assisted by a coolie attendant

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His Voice Is Known to Millions 


Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, Noted Radio 
Orator, Has Converted Number of 
Famous People to Catholic Faith— 
Has Look and Manner of True Ascetic

WASHINGTON, .March 30. 


HERE are few voices more 
T familiar to the listening public 

today than that of Monsignor 
Fulton J. Sheen. For the past 16 
years he has been heard each 
Sunday from New Year until 
Easter on the Catholic Hour and 
his radio listeners are numbered 
in the millions. They extend even 
beyond this country, by short 
wave radio, to nearly every nation 
on the globe, 

During the rest of the year he 
delivers innumerable sermons, lec- 
tures and radio talks, and it is the 
boast of one Catholic publication 
that there is scarcely a pulpit in 
a town of first-class post office 
rank that he hasn’t occupied. And 
when he appears, the churches, 
even the largest of them, are 
filled, even to the aisles. 

In recent years his fame as a 
converter of people to the Catho- 
lic faith, including a number of 
famous people, has begun to rival 
his fame as an orator and his 
lesser fame as an implacable foe 
of Communism, 

His first famous conversion, 
which was a front page story all 
over the country, was Henry 
Ford II, back in 1930, when young 
Ford was a senior at Yale. 


This was followed in 1938 by the 
conversion of Col. Horace Mann, 
the late Tennessee politician, which 
caused the national jaw to drop 
because Mann, as head of the 
southern division of the Republi- 
can National Committee, had been 
generally credited ‘with having 
started the anti-Catholic campaign 
against Alfred E. Smith in the 
1928 presidential election. 

There was even greater aston- 
ishment when, in 1939, it was an- 
nounced that he had converted 
Heywood Broun to the church. Al- 
though Broun, by his own state- 
ment, was not a communist, he 
was well known for his liberal ten- 
dencies, and he had stood, in his 
writings, for a number of things 
inimical to the Catholic creed, 
such as birth control. 


The climax was reached when, 
last October, he converted Louis 
Francis Budenz, managing editor 
of the Daily Worker, the leading 
Communist paper, and an avowed 
foe of Catholicism. Budenz, who 
had been a Catholic in his early 
days, had renounced the church. 
When he returned to the fold, his 
family returned with him and he 
took a position as instructor at 
the University of Notre Dame. 

After this, of course, the recent 
conversion of Clare Boothe Luce 
came as something of an anti- 
climax, in spite of Mrs. Luce’s 
fame, Evidence indicates that Miss 
Luce wasn’t hard to convert, 
whereas the conversion of both 
Broun and Budenz extended over 
a period of years. 
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ONSIGNOR SHEEN takes an 
MV cxtremery modest view of his 

achievements. “No priest con- 
verts anybody,” he says. It is done 
“by the grace of God.” The priest 
is merely the instrument.” 

The conversion of which he 
claims to be most proud is that of 
his own Negro cook, When a re- 
porter accosted him recently with 
the idea of interviewing him about 
the famous people he has con- 
verted, Sheen inquired, “You are 
interested in conversions?” To 
which the reporter gave an eager 
“ves!” 

“Then,” said Sheen, “I will be 
giad to tell you about how I con- 
verted my Negro cook.” The re- 
porter’s face fell. The monsignor 
smiled and walked away. ° 

Peter Sheen was born May 8, 
1895, in the small town of El Paso, 
Illinois, in what is known as 
“Money Creek Valley.” He was 
baptised Peter and at his confir- 
mation he took the name of John, 
and still later in life he made 
John his middle name and took 
his mother’s maiden namej Ful- 
ton, as his first name. His father, 
Newton Morris Sheen, a farmer 
with an inventive turn of mind, 
moved the family to Peoria, IIl., 
while Msgr. Sheen was still an in- 
fant. There he attended parochial 
schools and Spalding Institute, a 
preparatory school. 


He first displayed his talent for 
oratory while attending St. Via- 
tor’s College in Kankakee, where 
he obtained his A.B. degree in 
1917. He was a member of the de- 
bating team and it was during his 
time that the team defeated the 
Notre Dame debating team for 
the first time in its history. After 
attending St. Paul’s seminary in 
St. Paul, Minn., he was ordained 
for the diocese of Peoria in 1919. 


During the next few years he 
studied abroad where he added to 
the impressive string of degrees 
which he is entitled to put be- 
hind his name. They are: Bachelor 
of Arts, Master of Arts, Doctor 
of Divinity, Doctor of Philosophy, 
Doctor of Laws and Doctor of 
Literature. While abroad he 
studied at the University of Lou- 
vain in Belgium and at Angelico 
University in Rome, 


In 1925, he preached at the sum- 
mer conference at Westminster 
Cathedral in London. He did the 
same again during the years from 
1928 to 1931, and he was hailed in 
England as “the new Catholic 
philosopher.of the age.” 

In 1930, the National Council of 
Catholic Men decided to sponsor 
a radio show to be known as‘ The 
Catholic Hour. Sheen was chosen 
as the original speaker and he 
was an instantaneous success. He 
was so successful, in fact, that 
each year since he has appeared 
on the Hour every Sunday from 
New Year to Easter, and the pro- 
gram, heard in St, Louis over 
KSD, now goes out over 100 sta- 
tions in this country and by way 
of two short wave stations to the 
rest of the world. 
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E gets from 3000 to 6000 let- 
Hees a day, during his broad- 

casting season, asking for 
copies of his speeches, explana- 
tions of Catholic doctrine, advice 
on marital affairs and other as- 
sorted subjects. A year ago he 
broadcast one day that he would 
send a Rosary to anyone, re- 
gardless of faith, who was with- 
out one. In response to this he 
received 50,000 requests. He an- 
swers some of the letters person- 
ally, the rest are handled by a 
staff maintained by the Council, 
which, to date, has distributed 
more than 2,000,000 copies of his 
speeches alone. 


In 1934, he was appointed by 
Pope Pius XI a papal chamber- 
lain with the title, Right Reverend 
Monsignor. The following year he 
was .made a domestic prelate. 

While he is best known for his 
radio work, it is only a minor part 
of his activities, He is professor 
of philosophy at Catholic Univer- 
sity of America here, holding 
classes five days a week. He de- 
livers an average of 150 speeches 
and sermons a year, at points all 
over the United States. He is a 
steady contributor to secular mag- 
azines, and during the past 20 
years he has written and had pub- 
lished 23 books. 


He also holds regular classes at 
his home for converts, each of 
whom receives from 40 to 100 
hours of instruction. A novice re- 
ceives both instruction and prayer, 
and it is said among churchmen 
that his novices receive far more 
prayer than those of any other 
instructor, 


Although a man of great charm 
and magnetism, which is reflected 
in his power over audiences, fellow 
churchmen say that his power of 
conversion is not based upon his 
charm, but upon a strict basis of 
intellectual persuasion, His con- 
version of Col, Mann came, after 
Mann had heard him on the radio 
and expressed a desire to meet 
and converse with him. A mutual 
friend brought them together and 
three months later Mann entered 
the church. 

His conversion of Broun came 
nine years after their first en- 
counter, It was in 1930 that Msgr. 
Sheen engaged in a controversy 
with Albert Einstein, who had 
written an article in which he said, 
“We have passed the stage of a 
religion of fears and morals.” 
Sheen wrote an article in rebuttal, 
in which he said, “Einstein’s cos- 
mical theories would be all right

if he would leave the ‘s’ out of 
cosmical.” The late Arthur Bris- 
bane then injected himself into 
the controversy with a column in 
which he attempted to bait Sheen 
with the old idea of how he could 
reconcile evolution with the Bible. 
Sheen wrote a reply in which he 
pointed out, among other things: 
“Evolution no more dispenses with 
God than a self-made man dis- 
penses with his mother.” 


Broun, having followed the ex- 
ehange, then jumped in himself 
and wound up with the conclu- 
sion: “The gravest error in judg- 
ment was achieved, I think, by 
the Reverend Doctor Sheen.” It 
ended up by Broun turning his 
space over to Sheen to state his 
position. The two established a 
mutual respect and admiration for 
one another, and nine years later, 
when Broun began to find him- 
self assailed by doubts and fears, 
he sought out Sheen. There fol- 
lowed many weeks of discussion 
which finally resulted in Broun 
becoming a novice under Sheen, 
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N the case of Budenz, the period 

was also nine years. In 1936 

Budenz, as editor of the 
Daily Worker, published an arti- 
cle attacking Sheen and the Cath- 
olic position on Communism. Sheen 
countered with a booklet in which 
he proved, as he has many times 
since, that he is one of the best 
informed, if not one of the most 
unprejudiced men in the caquntry 
on the subject of Communism. He 
wound up by saying that he be- 
lieved that many Communists are 
in good faith, “and here I include 
you, Mr. Budenz.” They met soon 
after at a dinner party. They be- 
came so interested in an exchange 
of views that they closeted them- 
selves for more than an hour, talk- 
ing. Sheen pleaded with Budenz 
to return to the faith, but appar- 
ently with no success, 

During the intervening years 
there was no correspondence. 
One editorial appeared in the 
Daily Worker, entitled “Repudiate 
Monsignor Sheen.” Then, one day 
a few months before his an- 
nounced conversion; Budenz con- 
tacted Sheen, to the latter’s sur- 
prise. During the years, Budenz 
had not forgotten that hour’s talk, 
he later revealed. During that 
time, he said, “I even went to the 
extent of hoping to reconcile Com- 
munism and Catholicism ... but 
through experience I found this 
utterly impossible. Communism is 
irrevocably set on the ending of 
religion and cultivates a ruthless- 
ness and lust for power which is 
at warfare with moral principles.” 


This, it was obvious, was 4 re-~ 
flection of Sheen’s own mind. 
During the years he has spoken 
out against liberalism, monopolis- 
tic capitalism and Fascism. But it 
is as a foe of Communism that he 
has made himself most felt. 

“As a matter of fact,” he has 
gaid,\“Fascism is really Commu- 
nism \in its dotage. Communism 
is the Asiatic form of Fascism and 
Fascism is the European form of 
Communism. There is as little dif- 
ference between Communism and 
Fascism as there is between bur- 
glary and larceny.”

URING the recent war, he op- 
[) posed aid to Russia unless the 
Soviet Union rejected atheism, 
and not long ago he said, “the 
time is not far distant when the 
press of America will take from 
its files the stirring words of the 
President of the United States 
(Roosevelt): “The Soviet Union is 
a dictatorship as cruel and as 
absolute as any dictatorship on 

the face of the earth.” 


His definition of Communism is: 


“Technical, secularized, scientific, 
propagandized barbarism.” 
yToday, at 51, Monsignor Sheen 


regards himself a servant of the 
church, to be worked to the limit 
of his strength in its services. He 
carries the idea to such extremes, 
in fact, that his associates wonder 
where he gets the stamina to 
carry on, “Probably sheer force of 
will,” one of them says. 


He is of medium height and 
slender build. As a young man he 
was considered frail. He has very 
dark, slightly wavy hair, which is 
now getting a little gray around 
the edges, and a thin face with 
deep-set, penetrating eyes. He has 
the look and manner of the true 
ascetic, 


When he is at home, here, he 
starts the day with a private mass 
at 7 o’clock, after which he eats a 
light breakfast. He has no in- 
terest in food, except that he eats 
lightly and chooses with care be- 
cause he once suffered seriously 
with stomach ulcers. He spends 
six to seven hours each day study- 
ing at his desk, and his powers 
of concentration are developed 
to an amazing state. 

“In six or seven minutes,” says 
an associate, “he can give an ex- 
cellent digest of a speech you 
have given him to read. Give him 
15 minutes and he can repeat the 
speech to you verbatim. Give him 
an hour and a half with an 
average size book, and he can 
give you a fhirly complete outline 
of its contents.” 

He allows no interruptions, if 
they possibly can be avoided, and 
he has no pastimes save for an 


occasional game of tennis during 
summer months, But even the 
time for that is allotted, and when 
he plays tennis, a friend revealed, 
he plays it with great concentra- 
tion, striving for perfection in 
that as in everything. 
ee ee 

E achieves his greatest per- 
H tection, perhaps, when facing 

an audience. That he is an 
actor of consummate skill there 
can be no doubt. Neither is there 
any doubt that he has a nicely de- 
veloped sense of showmanship. His 
appearance has the calculated ef- 
fect of the appearance of the star 
on the stage. In the dim light of 
a cathedral his appearance is ex- 
tremely impressive. His deep-set 
dark eyes, his lean face, his air of 
restrained intensity give him a 
quality of mystical fervor. This 
is increased by his habit, usually 


a scarlet robe beneath which Is 
a black soutane with cape and 
around his waist a broad red sash, 

His timing and voice control is 
the envy of Shakespearean actors, 
and he has the further gift of good 
actors in that he can sense his 
hold on his audience, can play 
upon their moods as he would on 
a giant organ. 


“He has the terrific ability of 
being able to relax the minds of 
his listeners,” says an associate. 
“He knows just how far the 
audience mind has to be relaxed, 
and he knows just how long to 
pause to let a thought penetrate 
before he goes on to the next 
thought.” 
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H« is an actor, yes, those who 
know him best will agree, but 
that is not to imply that he 
has no. great scholarly depth. 
Which, of course, delves into the 
question of motive. Of vanity, 
they say, there is not a trace. 


“The manner in which he walks 
to the pulpit may be dramatic,” 
says one associate, “but if you 
knew him, you would know that 
at home he walks into a room 
exactly the same way.” 

If, by mastering the art of ora- 
tory—call it histrionics if you will 
—he can do a better job of putting 
across his message, then that, his 
friends point out, is motive 
enough. 


His own popularity has forced 
him into an existence which is a 
strange mixture of public and 
monastic. He is aided by the 
National Council of Catholic Men 
who keep him under wraps and 
let no one get near if they can 
help it. His telephone number is 
a secret among a smal] circle, in- 
cluding a spokesman for the coun- 
cil, If it becom@s known beyond 
the circle it is changed. 

His home, in a fashionable sec- 
tion of Washington, is not listed 
in the city directory. Anyone who 
wants to see him must clear 
through the council. If they ap- 
prove, application is made to 
Monsignor Sheen. He may or may 
not consent to an audience, He 
usually doesn’t. 

A reporter once waylaid him 
after a broadcast and asked for 
an interview. 

“Anything I have comes from 
God,” he told the reporter, “Let 
that be your interview.”

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Many Officials to Be Elected 


In County Elections on Tuesday 


14 Cities, 37 Towns, Villages, 10 Sewer Dis- 
tricts and Each School District 
Balloting. 


Voters of St, Louis county will 
elect officials in 14 of the 19 
cities; 37 of the 40 towns and 
villages; 10 of the 25 sewer dis- 
tricts and in each of the 90 school 
districts at the polls Tuesday. 

School districts will have a spe- 
cial ballot with a proposal to set 
up a county library district in all 
areas without tax-supported li- 
braries. Voters in cities having 
such libraries will not be given 
this ballot. These cities are Brent- 
wood, Clayton, Valley Park, Fer- 
guson, Maplewood, Richmond 
Heights, Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wood and University City. This 
proposition calls for a tax levy 
of 10 cents on each $100 valuation 
on real and personal property. A 
simple majority is needed for pas- 
sage. 

Voters in most county school 
districts will be asked to increase 
tax rates to permit increases in 
teachers’ salaries. Fourteen of 
the 23 consolidated school dis- 
tricts supporting high schools are 
among the districts asking for 
such increases. In any district 
a two-thirds majority is required 
for passage. 

Tax rate increases are proposed 
fn the following high school dis- 
tricts: Kirkwood, 4€ cents per $100 
valuation; Normandy, 15 cents; 
Ferguson, 60 cents; West Walnut 
Manor, 25 cents; Mehlville , 25 
cents; Riverview Gardens, 10 
eents: Pattonville, 20 cents; Web- 
ster Groves, 20 cents; Clayton, 44 
cents; Maplewood, 15 cents; Eure- 
ka, 15’ cents; Affton, 25 cents; 
Jennings, 45 cents, and Berkeley, 
20 cents. 

3 University City Questions. 

Three questions to be on Uni- 
versity City ballots include: Shall 
the city elect a commission to 
draft a charter form of govern- 
ment? Shall the city limits be 
extended to add six acres on the 
western limits? Shall the library 
tax be increased from 2 cents per 
$100 valuation to 4 cents? The 
first two proposals require a 
simple majority for passage, the 
last, a two-thirds majority. 

Clayton school district voters 
will vote on a proposed $90,000 
bond issue for an addition to the 
Meramec elementary school, and 
improvements and repairs 
throughout the district. In the 
Affton district they will vote on 
a $155,000. bond issue for the erec- 
tion of an additional elementary 
school. These propositions require 
two-thirds majority for passage. 

A proposal to change Oakland 
from a village to a fourth-class 
city will be on the ballots there.

When Soviet troops began va- 
cating positions within her small 
oil-rich neighbor’s boundaries, ten- 
sion was eased and Russia objected 
to the subject coming before the 
Council. legates, still feeling 
their way, voted eight to two to keep 
the case open, turned problem over 
to a sub-committee which could not 
agree on a hearing date. A Russian 
motion to postpone the hearing until 
April 10 failed. Soviet Delegate 
Gromyko and his staff then left the 
meeting. 

The 51 United Nations are rep- 
resented on the Security Council by 
delegates from Brazil, Australia, 
Great Britain, Soviet Russia, Nor- 
way, Egypt, France, Mexico, The 
Netherlands, Poland and the United 
States. Other U.N.O. delegates not 
members of the Council are present 
as observers. The Council is for- 
bidden by U.N.O. rules to adjourn 
at any time for more than two 


weeks. 

Its riggs staff committee, 
comprising hi officers destined 
to carry out the Council’s orders, 
also met to plan consolidation of 
its land, sea, and air police force.

Operators Usually Time Their Cooking by Eye 


Filberts are covered with sugar-nut paste by Mrs. Mary G. Taylor, bonbon 
dipper and part owner of the candy business. Before the war, shop used about 


1000 pounds of sugar a day, made some 500 varieties of candy. 


It now gets 


about 150 pounds of sugar a day. 


HIPPING up a batch of fudge is 
something of a ceremony in 

the kitchen of Karl Bissinger, 
maker and dispenser of fine candies, 
for the technique was inherited, in 
turn, from his father, his father’s 
father and his father's father’s father. 
In the shop operated by the 
fourth-generation candy-making Bis- 
singer at 4740 McPherson avenue, 
copper kettles bubble most of the day 
with sugary mixtures. These go 
through various hand operations on 
the way to becoming bonbons, nut 
coatings, caramels or soft centers for 
chocolates in some 95 combinations. 
Cooking is done mostly by eye, 
sharpened by long apprenticeship. 
Ingredients are carefully kept in pro- 
portion. Bissinger formulas have 


been handed down ‘since the first 
shop of the family was opened in 
Paris more than a century ago, each 
successor adding his own touches. 

Bissinger is 67 years old and has 
no children. After death of his wife 
a year ago he carried out a plan they 
had made, and sold the business to 
five veteran employes for $l. The 
firm was incorporated with the for- 
mer owner as president and on salary 
for life.
